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Payments to OAPs safe and no council tax rises after 

£358m lost in under a year as economy slows down 


A PENSION fund for tens of 
thousands of public sector 
workers in Kent has slumped 
in value by £150 million in 
just three months because of 
the economic downturn. 

Market drops and falling property 
prices have taken a huge bite out of 
stocks and shares held by the Kent 
Pension Fund, which is administered by 
Kent County Council. 

The total value of the fund, which 
around 40,000 civil servants pay into 
and another 27,000 draw pensions 
from, has gone down from £2.632 billion 
in November, 2007, to £2.274bn in 
September this year - a drop of £358m 
in less than a year. 

The value of UK equities held by the 
fund has dropped from £916m to 
£723m, while overseas equities have 
gone down from £960m to £77 lm. 

The figures are revealed in a report 
going to KCC’s superannuation fund 
committee meeting on Friday. 

But KCC has stressed that the pen¬ 
sions are safe and the fall in the fimd’s 
value will not affect council tax - for now. 

The report shows that many of 
the fund’s stocks and shares experi¬ 
enced substantial losses during the

three months up until September 30. 

Lynda McMullan, KCC’s director of 
finance, says in the report: ‘This has been 
an extremely difficult trading period. 

“The equity markets were worst hit 
amidst escalating concern over the glob¬ 
al financial system and large financial 
institutions failing. 

“This has led to the US, UK and 
European authorities intervening in 
the markets in a way that has never 
been seen before.” 

The report goes on to state that the 
Kent Pension Fund decreased in value 
by £150m in the quarter leading up to 
September 30. 

Ms McMullan adds in the report: 
“The fund marginally under-performed 
the benchmark for the quarter, 
posting negative returns of -6.9 per cent 
compared to a benchmark return of -6.6 
per cent.” 

However, Cllr Nick Chard, KCC’s cab¬ 
inet member for finance, said the fimd 
would not be affected by the economic 
downturn in the short-term. 

“There is more money coming into the 
fund than is going out,” he said. 

“A blip in the market actually doesn’t 
have any short-term impact on the abil¬ 


ity either to take pensions... or the cost 
of the pensions for other people,” he said. 

Every three years the fund is reviewed 
by actuaries - specialists in calculating 
financial risk - who then decide if contri¬ 
butions need to be put up or down. 

The next assessment is due in March, 
2010, and Cllr Chard admitted that if 
the value of the fund did not rise again 
there could be an impact on the money 
paid into it by council taxpayers. 

But he said: “There’s still a lot of time 
certainly for the market to come back. 

“As long as the market comes back... 
it doesn’t actually have any impact on 
the superannuation fund.” 

The superannuation fimd committee is 
made up of county councillors, a Medway 
councillor, district councillors and pen¬ 
sioner, union and staff representatives. 

Cllr Dan Daley, a Liberal Democrat 
county councillor, who is a member of 
the committee, said: “Council taxpayers 
I believe, at the end of the day, will not 
suffer at all from this. 

“For those who are drawing from the 
pension fund, they’ve got absolutely 
nothing to worry about.” 

Cllr Mark Fittock, a Labour councill- 
lor on the committee, said: “I don’t think 
we should be panicked into immediate 
action in the short-term because of the 
current returns.” 
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Talks with French unions as strike action looms 

Channel workers 
show united front 


UNION leaders have travelled to 
Calais to drum up support from 
their French counterparts for 
strike action planned at the Port 
of Dover. 

Workers are protesting over plans to priva¬ 
tise nearly 200jobs at the port and the union 
Unite said its members fear losing their pen¬ 
sions and feel “angry and betrayed”. 

Meanwhile in Kent, Dover Harbour Board 
was confident it would be able to keep the 
port open if the 48-hour strike goes ahead at 
7am on Tuesday. 

Responding to a question from Dover and 
Deal MP Gwyn Prosser in the Commons on 
Thursday, Leader of the House Harriet 
Harman said she would ask the minister 
responsible for port authorities to look into 
the dispute. 

Speaking to Kent on Sunday from Calais 
on Friday, Jane Jeffery, Unite’s regional 
industrial organiser, said: ‘We are meeting 
the French trade unions to send messages of 
solidarity back to our members in Dover 
who are in dispute.” 

Dover Harbour Board is pushing forward 
with plans to transfer about 190 mooring, 
trailer handling and security jobs to private 
companies from January. 

“Our members’ biggest fear will be losing 
their final salary pensions scheme, which 
will have a massive impact involving tens of

thousands of pounds,” Ms Jeffery said. 

“The effect on the community of Dover is 
that they will have pensioners living in 
poverty.” 

She said the experience of the union in 
dealing with similar transfers was that 
“terms and conditions spiral downwards”. 

“Our members feel angry and betrayed. 
We will negotiate, but not in reducing their 
terms and conditions. 

“They [the harbour board] are asking us to 
collaborate. The union is prepared to negoti¬ 
ate, but we are not going to collaborate in 
betraying our members,” she said. 

Harbour board chief executive Bob 
Goldfield said the trust had met with Acas, a 
quango which provides advice about employ¬ 
ment disputes. 

‘We had the meeting because something 
has got to give to break this impasse. Now is 
the right time and whether it will affect 
Tuesday’s action only time will tell.” 

He said former Gurkhas would no longer 
be standing in for the striking port workers, 
blaming “sensitivities” over on-going issues 
with the Government about their status in 
Britain. 

But Mr Prosser said after a meeting with 
a group of Gurkhas in London this week: 


“After I spoke to them, I can only assume 
they talked to their fellow Gurkhas who 
were being trained to work at the port and 
they pulled out and refused to do it.” 

Mr Goldfield said the loss would not affect 
plans to keep the port operating. 

‘We have outside contractors and many of 
our own workforce, including managers and 
other people who are not involved in the 
industrial action,” he said. 

He responded to Ms Harman’s assertion 
that “public bodies should not be making 
people unemployed”, made in reply to Mr 
Prosser’s question in Parliament. 

“It is nonsense,” he said. “He keeps doing 
this, mentioning job losses, but we are talk¬ 
ing about transfers on quite generous terms. 

‘We are not a public body, so she has got 
that wrong, and we are not making people 
redundant, we are transferring them to 
another company.” 

He added that the harbour board was out¬ 
sourcing the jobs to fulfill its “duty to do the 
best we can for our ferry operators and the 
travelling public”. 

Unite members were joined by workers 
from French unions and others across the 
UK for a demonstration yesterday 
(Saturday) in Dover. 

• Kent Police have warned that Operation 
Stack will be introduced on the M20 if ferry 
crossings are affected by strike action and a 
backlog of traffic builds up at the port. 


Ferry firm goes under with 
catamaran still impounded 


BUDGET ferry firm SpeedFerries has gone 
into administration. 

Following a week of uncertainty that saw 
its only vessel, SpeedOne, seized in 
Boulogne, the company issued a statement 
on its website on Thursday, informing cus¬ 
tomers of the news. 

A week earlier, port officials in Boulogne 
seized the fast-ferry for non-payment of tax 
and it remains impounded in France. 

It also emerged this week that the compa¬ 
ny owed Dover Harbour Board a six-figure 
sum for use of the Western Docks. 

Crisis talks have been taking place all 
week between Curt Stavis, the chief execu¬ 


tive of SpeedFerries, and Boulogne chamber 
of commerce, the port authority. 

But they failed to reach an agreement and 
on Thursday about 130 members of staff 
were called into a meeting with Mr Stavis at 
which he broke the news that SpeedFerries 
had gone into receivership. 

A statement on the SpeedFerries website 
reads: “The affairs, business and property of 
the company are being managed by the joint 
administrators A Swarbrick and T Burton, 
who act as agents of the company only and 
without personal liability. 

“On November 12, on the application of 
directors, the High Court of Justice, 


Chancery Division, made an administration 
order in relation to SpeedFerries Limited. 

“The administration is necessary because 
of SpeedFerries’ financial position and to 
ensure the best interests of creditors and 
customers are served. 

“The administrators are currently explor¬ 
ing the option of selling the business as a 
going concern.” 

Despite the announcement, customers are 
being asked to keep hold of any pre-booked 
tickets.

The woman was pronounced dead at the 
scene of the collision and the milkman was 
taken to Kent and Sussex hospital suffering 
from shock. 

The coroner’s office has been advised and the 
woman’s family informed. No further details 
about the dead woman have been released.

Remembrance box 
thieves are ‘scum’ 


THIEVES who stole collection money from 
the Royal British Legion in Borough Green 
on Remembrance Sunday have been brand¬ 
ed “the lowest of the low”. 

And in a separate incident in the village a 
fraudster posed as a poppy appeal collector 
claiming she was selling the symbols of brav¬ 
ery, knocking on doors and asking for cash. 

On Sunday in the wake of various cere¬ 
monies of remembrance a collection box was 
taken from the waiting room of Borough 
Green and Wrotham railway station. The rob¬ 
bers cut through security chains to steal it. 

Borough Green’s poppy appeal co-ordinator 
Ray Chopping said: “We were remembering 
people who gave up their fives... and these so- 
called human beings ruin the whole thing. 

“They are the lowest of the low - to think 
people gave their fives for these scum. I am 
extremely upset and so are many others.” 

The former RAF serviceman, who has 
organised the local appeal for four years, 


added: “The box was full as it was the last 
day of the appeal. I think it had around £150 
in it judging by past collections. There’s not 
much I can do now and that makes me angry. 

“When you consider what the people we 
are trying to help have faced - they have 
fought for these people who have taken the 
money. But on a more positive note the vil¬ 
lage raised £2,678.08.” 

Mr Chopping said he had also been told of 
a bogus poppy seller in the village. 

The seller, who did not show any proper ID, 
is thought to have visited residents’ homes 
selling poppies for £1 each, which is not the 
charity’s policy. It is known that at least one 
elderly man parted with cash when the caller 
approached him. 

A spokesman for British Transport Police 
said the force was investigating the theft 
from the railway station.

We do well between ages 11-16, but the 
results in the sixth form are outstanding. 

“If we were just getting 70 per cent A and B 
grades at A-level we wouldn’t be adding 
value, but we do so much better than that.” 

The school achieved 95 per cent top grades 
(A and B) at A-levels. 

No disgrace 

Mr Jarvis added: “There is a real buzz and 
sense of fun here. I am incredibly proud of our 
students because, whatever their background, 
they come here and achieve brilliantly. Even 
better, they have a great time doing it.”

Mr Coxon said: “This year all the top 10 


schools are in the South East.” 

Bromley High Junior School was ranked 
eighth nationally in the independent prep 
schools and in the state primary schools, St 
James’ Roman Catholic Primary School in 
Bromley came 17th. 

Sevenoaks School was listed 16th national¬ 
ly in the independent state schools and 
seventh in the South East. 

Kent performed well in the state secondary 
list with The Judd School in Tonbridge fourth 
regionally and 23rd nationally, and Tunbridge 
Wells Girls’ Grammar School was next in the 
South East top 10 and 27th nationally. 

Tonbridge Grammar was seventh in the 
South East and came 34th nationally. 

Mr Coxon added: “Sevenoaks School has 
done well, but it is down on last year’s inde¬ 
pendent school of the year 2007. 

“It is very good for the International 
Baccalaureate. If you are in the top 20 state or 
independent it is very good. Schools move up 
and down from year to year and it is no dis¬ 
grace. Schools cannot expect to always go up.”

Hospital breach 

BREACHES of the hygiene code were 
found during a spot-check at a Kent hospi¬ 
tal trust, the health watchdog has revealed.

DJ used ‘celebrity ’ 

status to lure young 
girls, jurors are told 


AN AGEING DJ used his ‘fading celebrity’ to 
attract young girls he then indecently 
assaulted, a court has been told. 

DJ Barry Bethel stood in the dock as a jury 
heard how he indecently assaulted four 
young girls. 

The former face of Slimfast diet drink is 
alleged to have taken porno¬ 
graphic photographs of two of 
them and when police raided 
the 65-year-old’s Seasalter 
home they found child pom on 
his computers, the court heard. 

Bethel denied 15 separate 
charges of indecent assault, 
taking indecent photographs 
and making indecent images on 
his computer, when he 
appeared at Canterbury Crown 
Court on Thursday. 

He admitted seven offences of 
taking indecent photographs of 
an 11-year-old girl and an 
eight-year-old girl, plus a 
charge of downloading child 
pornography on his computer. 

Miss A, now 13, told how she 
did odd jobs around Bethel’s 
house in Kimberley Grove, 

Seasalter. 

He heard her singing and said he could 
help her into showbusiness or modelling. 

From October, 2004, until February this 
year, the girl would visit the house, some¬ 
times with friends. 

While she made DVDs in his recording stu¬ 
dio, Bethel asked her to pose naked for him. 

The former Radio Kent DJ bought her a 


laptop, an iPod, a CD player and clothes. 

She told police: “He gave me a laptop after 
he took pictures of me without my clothes on. 
It was like a bribe not to say anything.” 

The girl said Bethel touched her bottom 
while hugging her and put his hand down 
her knickers while giving singing lessons. 

She told police the former TV 
personality would give her pri¬ 
vate lessons. 

Miss A said: “I stopped 
singing because it became awk¬ 
ward. During breathing exercis¬ 
es he would put his arms 
around my waist and then he 
would put his hand under my 
knickers. He must have done it 
more than 10 times. I was too 
scared to say anything.” 

Earlier Tanya Robinson, pros¬ 
ecuting, said Bethel used his 
fading celebrity to promise the 
girls glittering showbiz careers. 

He gave them sweets and 
chocolates and offered to help 
them with a modelling career. 

She said: ‘None of them felt 
they could say no to him. We 
have allegations of sexual 
assault by four girls, all under 13, taking inde¬ 
cent photographs and downloading 32 inde¬ 
cent images onto his computer.” 

Bethel was arrested after the girls spoke to 
an adult babysitter. She told their parents, 
who called police. During interviews the disc 
jockey refused to answer questions but did 
give the police prepared statements.

A COUPLE from Kent have made 
a journey of hope wrought from 
the pain of personal tragedy to 
the volatile eastern region of the 
Democratic Republic of Congo. 

Ron and Pauline Friend, from Orpington, 
went to see the school they had funded along¬ 
side the charity Children in Crisis. 

It was built in memory and lasting tribute 
to their son, Martin, who, at the age of 24, 
was murdered after being taken hostage by 
Hutu militiamen, the Interahamwe, while on 
a trek to see mountain gorillas on the border 
of Uganda and Congo in 1999. 

Thoughts of what their son must have suf¬ 
fered remain raw, but Mr Friend has spoken 
passionately about the hope the school and 
others planned for the area have brought to 
the remote village of Mashashu. 

“They have realised the value of educa¬ 
tion,” he said. “People cannot make informed 
choices if they cannot read or write. 

“Information is only passed on by the peo¬ 
ple from surrounding areas and it is limited 
to their own experience. But if they can start 
to form their own opinions... I just think that 
without basic education there is no hope and 
this gives them some hope of pulling them¬ 
selves out of this situation.” 

The current crisis has continued to escalate 
this week and there are fears the fighting 
could spread from the rebel-held areas north 
of Goma, the capital of the north Kivu 
province. On Monday General Laurent 
Nkunda, leader of the rebel forces, threatened 
to take over the whole country and there have 
been more allegations of government forces 
pillaging villages and raping civilians. 

Mr Friend, a former commander of the City 
police in London, said Mashashu, which they 
visited this September, was not directly 
affected because it is south of Kivu and the 
fighting is in the north of the region. 

During the couple’s trip they experienced 
the instability of eastern Congo first-hand 
when their Jeep was stopped by a group of 
drunken teenagers who quickly turned men¬ 
acing - punches were thrown and one of the 
boys appeared to raise a gun. The driver 
pulled away over the dark track and, luckily, 
the Friends were able to escape. 

“Apart from this we really did not think 
about the potential danger,” Mr Friend said. 
“Obviously it was in the back of our minds 
because of what happened to Martin, but 
there was such joy and singing you could not 
help but get carried away.” 

He spoke of the welcome they received as 
their UN helicopter touched down. 

“We saw a mass of people with banners and 
welcome notices. Their warmth was just 
unbelievable. There were lots of smiles and 
singing and people walked for more than half 
a day to come and see us,” he said. 

The Congolese villagers proudly showed off 
the school, with its whitewashed wall and 
glass windows standing out against the sur¬ 
rounding mud huts with thatched roofs. 


‘We raised the money and Children in 
Crisis drew up the plans, provided architects 
and masons, but the bulk of the work was by 
the villagers themselves,” Mr Friend said. 

Women carried bags of cement on their 
heads, walking for miles, water was carried 
up from the valley, and rocks from around 
the mountainside, to the site. Parents 
worked in return for money they could spend 
on the school fees of £7 a year. 

A teacher-training programme has been 
running alongside the school-building pro¬ 
vided by the charity and non-governmental 
organisations it works in partnership with. 


Mr Friend told how Congolese people 
would walk to go to teacher training at the 
weekends, which is the first formal pro¬ 
gramme available since Congo was devastat¬ 
ed by the war that ended in 2003. 

Sarah Rouse, the charity’s programme 
manager, said enrolment had gone up from 
158 since it opened in 2007 to around 300 
this year: “Parents the world over recognise 
and want what is best for their children. 

“One woman said to me ‘I wish I was young 
again so I could go to a school like this’. They 
would not have gone to so much effort if they 
did not want better for their children.” 


Ms Rouse added: “The school building has 
necessitated collaboration between parents 
from different villages, which in turn, has 
united once divided communities through 
the common goal of providing a better future 
for their children. All four schools will serve 
communities from different tribes.” 

The plaque at the school to commemorate 
Martin Friend bears the words of Nelson 
Mandela: “Education is the best tool you can 
use to change the world.”

Eight tonnes 
ditched at bay 
by fly-tippers

BUILDERS’ rubble, pallets, earth 
and turf were among the eight 
tonnes of fly-tipped rubbish 
dumped near a beach. 

Swale Borough Council has launched an 
appeal to find who illegally fly-tipped the 
waste that had to be removed from 
Waterside View in Warden Bay at a cost of 
up to £1,000. 

Alister Andrews, environmental response 
manager at the authority, said: “There is no 
excuse for fly-tipping. 

“This was a particularly bad instance. We 
are hopeful local people may have seen this 
being dumped and hope they could give us 
some information that may lead us to the 
people responsible.” 

In a recent interview with Kent on 
Sunday, Dr Paul Leinster, the new chief 
executive of the Environment Agency (EA), 
said ‘waste crime’ was a particular problem 
across the county. 

He warned that the agency employs ex¬ 
policemen and was not afraid to use its pow¬ 
ers to seize property and vehicles and search 
premises in order to bring large-scale fly-tip¬ 
pers to justice. 

‘We take this matter extremely seriously,” 
Mr Andrews said. “Fly-tipping is a scourge

on the environment. We will take action 
against anyone responsible. 

“It does not matter whether you are a pri¬ 
vate individual or a business - it is your 
responsibility to make sure your waste is 
disposed of properly. 

“Householders can take their waste to the 
tip, or use a registered waste carrier to do it. 
Trade waste must also be disposed of appro¬ 
priately via an authorised person, to a site 
which is permitted to receive such materials. 

Fines 

“Swale Borough Council is working with 
the EA to tackle fly-tipping like this, and 
offenders can receive fines up to £50,000, 
and/or imprisonment.” 

Last year fly-tipping cost the council up to 
£130,000, he said. 

“In Swale with the work we have been 
doing with our partners such as Clean Kent 
and the EA, recent trends suggest we are 
winning the war. We have taken offenders to 
court and we have got a very good success 
rate,” Mr Andrews added. 

Three waste criminals in Ashford were 


ordered to pay out more than £100,000 in 
fines and costs in October. 

EA chief executive Dr Leinster said: 
“These people were dealing with asbestos, 
disposing of it illegally and we warned them 
to stop on numerous occasions.” 

He said a high level of waste crime was 
committed in Kent because it is so close to 
London. 

“It can be construction or demolition waste, 
illegal running of scrap yards and metal, or 
dealing with hazardous chemicals,” Dr 
Leinster said. “The real impacts on human 
health would be if it is hazardous chemicals 
and asbestos that people are dealing with. 

“One of the other things that happens is 
people deal illegally with tires, set fire to 
them and in places bum waste, meaning the 
smoke and fumes go into the atmosphere.” 

Alan Turner, cleansing services manager 
at Swale council, added: “If we are to eradi¬ 
cate the problem of fly-tipping then resi¬ 
dents must help us by reporting instances 
such as this. It beggars belief that such a 
load could be tipped without anyone wit¬ 
nessing it.”

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Toll hikes ‘will cause chaos’

A MASSIVE rise in tolls for the 
Dartford crossing has been 
attacked by the AA, which is pre¬ 
dicting chaos as drivers try to 
avoid paying the fees. 

The cost of going through the two tunnels 
or over the bridge in a car has risen from £1 
to £1.50 this weekend. 

Users of the Dart Tag scheme will pay £1, 
and crossing will be free from 10pm to 6am. 

The crossing currently takes about 
£140,000 a day from motorists. 

The tolls were originally set up to pay for 
the construction of the tunnels and bridge, 
but even though those costs were met in 
2003 the fees have not been scrapped.

“That is why we need to take action now to 
manage demand. Without action traffic will con¬ 
tinue to grow leading to serious delays.” 

Former transport minister and Labour MP for 
Thanet South, Dr Steve Ladyman, said: “The 
crossing charge is a congestion charge and is 
needed to spread the traffic load over the day. 

“The crossing is not congested at night, so it is 
just illogical to charge during the night-time 
horns and by making it free at those hours we’ll 
encourage lorries in particular to change their 
schedules to cross at night and relieve the cross¬ 
ing in the day time. 

“The new charges have been consulted on twice 
now, at great length and very publicly, and the 
proposed charging regime is the best that anyone 
can come up with to meet the views of local peo¬ 
ple and the needs of traffic management. 

“As for the money raised by the Treasury, this 
money is in effect part of the money available for 
the Department for Transport to spend and it is 
spent on transport projects, including road works. 

“There has been massive recent investment in 


the access roads off the A2/M2 onto the M25 for 
the crossing and the whole of the M25 is being 
widened to four lanes. 

“The crossing itself may have been paid for, 
but the roads that serve it and the massive 
investment being made on them has not been 
paid for yet, by a long way.” 

Gordon Telling, of the Tunbridge Wells-based 
Freight Transport Association, said: “There is no 
road safety aspect to these charges, or even for 
the booths to be there at all. 

“We are told they are needed to stop traffic 
entering the tunnels if there is a problem, but 
gantries with red crosses will do that. And com¬ 
ing off the bridge, speed is an issue, but there are 
plenty of camera systems today to deal with that. 

“This is just about money for the Treasury, 
and nothing else. We will see problems develop 
around the time of the free crossings, too. The 
whole thing is badly thought-out.” 



Paul Watters, head of roads policy at the AA, 
was dismayed by the price hike. He said: “This 
is pure irony. They have artificially put up the 
price to introduce cut prices for those who use 
Tag, which scans a card on the screen of a 
vehicle automatically and opens the barrier. 

“And the introduction of free crossings could 
lead to some very dangerous driving patterns. 
We could see miles of cars and lorries all dra¬ 
matically slowing down on the M25 approach¬ 
es to the crossing so they don’t arrive before 
10pm. Parking on the hard shoulder can’t be 
ruled out either. It could be chaos. 

“And it will be the same in the morning, 
with motorists rushing at high speeds to be 
at the toll booths before 6am so they don’t 
have to pay. It just seems crazy.” 

He was also critical of the tolls still being 
levied. Mr Watters said: “The tolls were 
brought in to help pay for the large cost of all 
the building work. But that was all paid for 
back in 2003, including the cost of the bridge. 

“Now there is more than £50 million a year 
going to the Treasury, but we really don’t

know what that money is being spent on. 

“This is effectively road pricing already in 
place - it is simply a tax on drivers and busi¬ 
nesses that rely on road haulage.” 

Drivers from the Dartford and Thurrock 
council areas are entitled to 50 free crossings 
per year and are then charged 20p for each 
subsequent crossing, subject to proof of resi¬ 
dence and car ownership. 

Transport minister and Gillingham and 
Rainham MP Paul Clark said: “The 
Dartford-Thurrock River Crossing is a vital 
transport link for the national and South 
East economies which has brought huge eco¬ 
nomic benefits. 

“However, more vehicles want to use the 
crossing than it can accommodate, and stud¬ 
ies indicate that without any charge traffic 
levels would be 17 per cent higher leading to 
even more extensive congestion.

THE head of a preparatory 
school has sought to reassure 
current and prospective parents 
after its former music teacher 
was jailed for child sex abuse. 

Paul Woodward, who taught at New 
Beacon School in Sevenoaks, was sentenced 
to a minimum of two-and-a-half-years by a 
judge at Maidstone Crown Court who 
labelled him a “predatory paedophile” this 
week. 

The 48-year-old persuaded young boys to 
perform sex acts after plying them with 
drugs, alcohol and money, the jury heard.

Mike Piercy, the headteacher at the £11,000- 
a-year school, told KOS Media: “The welfare 
and safety of our boys is our top priority.” 

He said none of the 12 charges denied by 
Woodward related to pupils at New Beacon. 

They included 10 counts of inciting sexual 
activity with a child, one of sex with a child 
and another of possessing an indecent photo¬ 
graph of a child. He was found guilty on all 
charges by a jury. 

Mr Piercy said: “In July, 2007, a complaint 
had been made against him and the police 
came to see us. 

“As soon as that happened he was suspend¬ 
ed on advice from police and social services 
and shortly afterwards he was dismissed.” 

He said he could not comment on whether 
the school had been shocked by the allega¬ 
tions made against Woodward last summer, 
because he only started as headteacher this 
September. 

But according to reports, a school source 
said they were “horrified” when details of the 
“highly respected” teacher’s secret double life 
emerged. Mr Piercy said the school had writ¬ 
ten to parents after Woodward was found 
guilty in October. 

He added: “We have nothing to hide and 
were completely open with parents. 

“We have had one or two phone calls but 
the parents are satisfied and happy that 
their children are in safe hands.” 

Once regarded as a brilliant musician and 
teacher, Woodward’s life unravelled when 
one of the young boys made a complaint 
against him last July. 

After sentencing on Wednesday, Det Con 
Donna Hopper, who led the investigation, 


said: “Preparing the case against Woodward 
was a lengthy and painstaking process. 

“It was important that I gained the trust of 
his victims - who were naturally very reluc¬ 
tant to speak of what happened - sufficient¬ 
ly to persuade them to give evidence against 
him. 

“They are to be commended for having the 
courage to do so. I am pleased he was given a 
custodial sentence of a type that now 
requires him to address his actions and 
behaviour and prove he is no longer a danger 
before he can be released.” 

Cannabis 

The judge banned Woodward from having 
unsupervised contact with under-16s and he 
was put on the sex offenders’ register for life. 

The court heard how some of the seven 
boys who testified against him had been paid 
between £10 and £20 for sex acts and others 
had been given alcohol or cannabis. 

Woodward would even drive his victims 
to meet drug dealers to pick up the class C 
substance. 

Prosecutor Peter Forbes told how 
Woodward took the boys back to his home in 
Hildenborough. 

He said: “He has incited them to engage in 
sexual activity, playing on young boys’ weak¬ 
nesses and naivete.” 

Defence barrister Charlotte Newell said 
Woodward was described as being “kind and 
thoughtful to those he teaches” and told how 
he had “lost everything”.

The Brit Award winner performed an hour-long set 
in front of just 250 people in Chilham - but it so near¬ 
ly didn’t happen as the heavens opened and roads 
flooded. 

But despite deep water making many roads impass¬ 
able, organiser Invicta FM braved the elements and 
vowed the show must go on - even ferrying fans to the 
hush-hush venue in staff cars and minibuses. 

And the lucky fans who had won tickets were not to 
be disappointed as the star ripped through a scintillat¬ 
ing set featuring all his biggest hits. 

The show was the latest in the radio station’s suc¬ 
cessful Live at the Local series, which has seen some of 
the music world’s biggest names play intimate venues. 

Previous acts include the likes of The Feeling, James 
Morrison and Will Young. 

Former Army captain Blunt is best known for his 
multi-million selling debut album Back To Bedlam, 
which included the hit single You’re Beautiful. In 2005 
the song became the first US chart-topper by a British 
artist in nearly a decade. 

The album sold 11 million copies worldwide and its 
follow-up, All The Lost Souls, has produced a string of 
hits such as 1973 and Carry Me Home.

A MAN who left his cat at home with no-one to look after it while he 
went on holiday for a week has been banned for life from keeping pets. 

Bromley Magistrates’ Court was told how Matthew Sharpe, 18, for¬ 
merly of Batchwood Green, Orpington, went away without making pro¬ 
visions for someone to look after his cat. 

The RSPCA was called out and fed the six-month-old cat through the 
letter box. Sharpe was ordered to carry out 40 hours’ unpaid work and 
pay £76.68 costs. He has since moved to Scunthorpe. 

Inspector Sonya Gray said: “There is no excuse for not finding some¬ 
one to look after your pets when you go on holiday.”

Starting them 


SCHOOLCHILDREN in Kent 
have been learning about the 
importance of hand-washing to 
stop the spread of infection, 

writes Jenna Pudelek. 

KOS Media’s Clean, Safe and Healthy 
campaign, which has been raising aware¬ 
ness about superbugs, is now focusing its 
message about hand hygiene on the county’s 
young people. 

Launched in the wake of the Healthcare 
Commission’s damning report into two out¬ 
breaks of Clostridium difficile in west Kent 
hospitals, the award-winning publisher has 
been working with the NHS to highlight 
how everyone has a role to play in the battle 
against killer bugs. 

Pupils at Selsted Primary School, near 
Dover, have already been learning about 
how proper hand-washing can protect peo¬ 
ple from infectious diseases.

“It is about health and hygiene, physical 
fitness and keeping your hands clean after 
the toilet, before and after eating and after 
playtime,” Mr Bailey added.

viewed one of the school’s cleaners about her 
job. All of them said they were shocked to 
find that the boys’ toilets were cleaner than 
the girls.

Elizabeth told KOS Media how the dirti¬ 
est parts the school included chairs and 
tables. She added: “Keep where you live 
clean and it will prevent germs spreading to 
you and harming others.”

Isabel Woodroffe, assistant director of 
communications at NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Kent and a governor at the school, 
said it was never too early to learn the 
importance of good basic hygiene. “It is all 
part of growing up to be a healthy person,” 
she said. 

“Especially because the schools are doing 
cookery classes now, they have to under¬ 
stand that they need to have clean hands. If 
it is ingrained at this age, it will stay with 
them for life.” 

When KOS Media visited the school on 
Monday, the primary care trust had brought 
along a UV light box so the children could 
see the dirt on their hands gleaming in the 
dark and watch how it disappeared after 
thorough hand-washing. 

‘We have done a lot of discussion work and 
activities such as making posters,” Mr 
Bailey said. 

Teacher Carol Thurman, who led the 
healthy schools status project, said the 
hand-hygiene message was drummed into 
the children when they did cookery lessons.

Adrian Harland, animal director at Port 
Lympne, said: “We want children to be as 
enthusiastic about animals and their protec¬ 
tion as we are, as it will be those children who 
will look after the world in years to come.” 

Richard Barnes, head of the big cats section 
at Port Lympne, said: “Children are tomor¬ 
row’s conservationists and they are an audi¬ 
ence that really want to listen and learn.” 

The series will feature animals from both 
parks, with footage of the hand-reared diana 


monkey Keymon, and baby gorilla Tiya, 
which has now been transferred to a protect¬ 
ed reserve in Gabon by the Aspinall 
Foundation. 

Other baby animals to feature in the shows 
are Uzuri the elephant, Tolkien the baby 
howler monkey, and there will a chance to see 
Ingrid and Tug’s newborn tiger cubs - Sinda 
and Bira. 

A spokesman said: ‘Viewers can follow pre¬ 
senters Matt and Rani as they go behind the 
scenes and get a unique insight into the daily 
dramas facing animal keepers and vets.” 

Throughout the series, they come face to 
face with monkeys, tigers, rhinos, snakes and 


creepy crawlies as they meet the people 
whose job it is to care for and protect the 
exotic animals - and who go to extraordinary 
lengths to keep the animals happy and 
healthy. 

“With about 1,000 animals to look after 
there is never a dull moment,” the spokesman 
added. The parks were set up by the late John 
Aspinall with the aim of protecting and 
breeding rare and endangered species and 
returning them to their native habitat. 

Now world leaders in conservation, the 
parks have returned to the wild Przewalski 
horses, black rhino, Sumatran rhino, Cape 
buffalo, ocelots, pythons and gorillas.

Winds of 
change at 
Wildwood 

THE installation of a wind turbine at a 
wild animal park has made it the first car¬ 
bon-neutral zoo in the UK, writes Steve 
Knight. 

For months Wildwood’s shop, restaurant, 
offices and education centre have been 
heated using either wood or pellet stoves, 
while its hot water is supplied by solar 
thermal systems. 

The erection of the £85,000 wind turbine 
means the woodland discovery park - 
between Canterbury and Heme Bay - can 
now generate all its own electricity too. 

Solar panels were previously used to sup¬ 
ply electricity and these will now be used in 
conjunction with the turbine. 

Wildwood Tmst chief executive Peter 
Smith said he hoped the charity would act 
as an example to others of how sustainable 
energy can be utilised. 

He said: “It is great to be able to show all 
of our visitors how practical and cost-effec¬ 
tive sustainable technologies are. 

‘We have saved our charity a fortune in 
electricity bills and the money we have 
saved will go on our projects to save rare 
and endangered wildlife. 

“I am particularly pleased our future 
efforts to save wildlife will not contribute to 
global warming and climate change.” 

Wildwood is situated on 40 acres of wood¬ 
land and is home to a large number of ani¬ 


mals, including wild boar, red deer, badgers 
and otters. 

Students from the University of Kent were 
on hand for the unveiling of the 20kW turbine, 
and they also heard a lecture on renewable 
energy and conservation from Mr Smith. 

Funding for the turbine came from a range 
of sources, including Canterbury council, EDF 
Green Fund, the Energy Saving Tmst and the 
Kent Energy Centre.

the RIDE way 


Most people are aware that motorcyclists are 
among the most vulnerable road users, but did 
you know that they currently represent 30 % of all 
people killed or seriously injured on Kent’s roads? 

At Kent Highway Services, we’re trying to bring 
that figure down with our RIDE scheme, which is 
run in partnership with Kent Police. 

RIDE is a one day course offered to people who 
have been identified by Kent Police for riding their 
motorcycle inappropriately, including offences 
relating to speeding, bad riding, contravention of 
traffic signs or antisocial riding behaviour. 


It consists of a workshop designed to improve the 
attendees’ attitude towards their riding, with the 
aim of making them and other road users safer. 

The course is run by staff from Kent Highway 
Services with the help of a Driving Standards 
Agency approved motorcycle instructor and Kent 
is taking part in the scheme as part of a one-year 
nationwide pilot. 

If it proves successful it will become part of a 
package of national schemes aimed at educating 
road users but, more importantly, if it’s successful 
it could save lives. 


You might be surprised to learn that after habitat 
destruction, alien (or non-native) plant and animal 
species are one of the greatest threats to 
biological diversity worldwide. Japanese 
Knotweed has been particularly high on the 
environmental agenda in the last month - it’s an 
invasive plant that also has many other names 
such as Mexican bamboo, Japanese fleece-flower, 
Japanese bamboo, wild rhubarb, huzhang 
(Chinese), Sally rhubarb, donkey rhubarb, gypsy 
rhubarb, Hancock's curse or crimson beauty. 


Apart from its many names, this particular plant 
is tricky because it’s difficult to identify and it 
spreads very quickly, dominating natural habitats 
and shading out native species. Japanese 
Knotweed is often found in or adjacent to highway 
verges and it’s our job to remove it in the correct 
manner to avoid further spreading.

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Organised crime targeted in nationwide dawn raids led by county constabulary

DAWN raids led by Kent Police 
have seen 31 people arrested in a 
crackdown on international 
organised crime gangs across the 
country. 

Officers in Kent, Teesside and South 
London made the arrests in relation to the 
supply and distribution of controlled drugs, 
money laundering and mortgage fraud. 

Gangs based in north Kent and 
Billingham, near Middlesbrough, have 
allegedly been smuggling drugs into the UK 
from Spain and other European countries 
via France. Det Insp Thomas Richards from 
Kent Police’s Serious and Organised Crime 
Unit led the national operation and said he 
was pleased with the results so far. 

He said: “We moved quickly to arrest 
dozens of key people and consequently have 
dismantled what we believe are two of the 
most significant organised crime gangs cur¬ 
rently operating in the UK 

“It’s always satisfying when a long and 
complex investigation culminates in the 
enforcement phase. After two-and-a-half 
years of gathering intelligence we were 
finally able to arrest and charge people and 
search properties to collect evidence.” 

Police said this week’s action has been 
part of one of the “biggest blitzes” on organ¬ 
ised crime gangs in the country. 

Four people in Kent were arrested and 
charged on Wednesday as part of the opera¬ 
tion, which saw 27 residential, commercial 
and rural properties in the county searched. 

Those arrested are alleged to be the ring¬ 
leaders of the two organised crime gangs 
based in Kent and the North East. Cocaine, 
firearms, cash, documents, computers and 
mobile phones have been seized, say police. 

Create havoc 

Det Insp Richards said: “Organised 
crime gangs create havoc and misery in the 
community. 

“They target vulnerable individuals and 
greatly affect people’s quality of life. Kent 
Police will never stop pursuing serious 
criminals and bringing them to justice.” 

On Tuesday, 17 people were arrested in a 
series of 6.30am raids nationally, including 
eight in Kent, carried out by 270 officers. 

Police seized three tonnes of cannabis 
worth £3 million, £800,000 of amphetamine 
sulphate, cocaine with a street value of 
more than £650,000, 10 firearms, and 
£75,000 worth of skunk, the highly potent 
form of cannabis. 

A Kent Police spokesman said officers aim 
to stop property, vehicles and other assets 
from being hidden or sold so they can claim 
them under the Proceeds of Crime Act. 

Det Insp Richards said: “This is a very 
complex operation involving multiple law 
enforcement agencies and what we believe 
is a web of sophisticated criminal activity 
across the UK, Spain, France and other 
European countries. 

“The number of people involved, multiple 
locations, seriousness of offences and relat¬ 
ed investigations meant the operation had 
to be meticulously planned and executed. 

“Every arrest had to happen at the same 
time to ensure no-one was tipped off and the 
quality and integrity of evidence seized was 
preserved. By working closely and collabo- 
ratively, Kent Police and our law enforce¬ 
ment colleagues around the country and in 
Europe hope to have dismantled two very 
significant organised crime gangs. 

“This will undoubtedly enhance people’s 
safety and quality of life. It also sends a 
strong message to criminals that we will 
bring them to justice regardless of who they 
are, where they are and how sophisticated 
they are.”

A FRUIT farmer has introduced a 
brand new apple to the UK that is 
so soft it’s like eating a pear. 

Nigel Bardsley, who runs River Farm, near 
Maidstone, said if all goes well, he will be 
turning over around a third of his land to 
growing the Rubens apple which he import¬ 
ed from Italy. 

He said: “Because of our climate here, we 
can grow these apples so they taste much 
better than the Italian version - it has a bet¬ 
ter taste, colour and feel.” 

The Rubens is nicknamed the ‘Easy 
Crunch’ due to its texture, which allows 
chunks of it to easily come away without the 
eater having to bite too hard. 

The fruit is already on sale in Kent Tesco 
stores.

“At that time, I should be producing up to 
500 tonnes. Currently I grow about 1,500 
tonnes of fruit on about 185 acres.”

Tesco apple buyer David Croxson said the 
fruit, which is grown on seven farms in 
Kent, has excellent green credentials as it 
keeps strictly to the UK’s highest standards 
on minimum usage of pesticides. 

Its unique selling point is the way it 
reacts when bitten, and of course the taste 
which was created by crossing the Gala and 
Elstar varieties of apples. 

It has a medium sweet, classic apple tang- 
taste and a hint of melon. 

Mr Croxson said: “The launch of the 
Rubens in the UK is a major coup for 
British apple growers because it opens the 


market up to peo¬ 
ple who like to 
experience a new 
taste sensation. 

“People may be 
talking about the credit 
crunch but when they bite 
into one of these all the talk - at 
least for fruit lovers - will be of the Rubens’ 
amazing easy crunch. 

“When you bite into one, chunks of flesh 
simply come away easily making it nearer 
to a pear than an apple in texture. 

‘We believe it will soon become a classic 
that will be revered as much as a Golden 
Delicious or Gala.”

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Shouts from bystanders could not prevent tragic accident claiming lad’s life

A DISTRAUGHT driver said 
“What have I done?” after revers¬ 
ing over a young boy riding a 
bike, an inquest heard. 

Cody Leach, three, was killed just yards 
from his home in Sea View Gardens, 
Warden Bay, Sheppey, on April 21, in a trag¬ 
ic accident involving a Citroen car. 

Driver Andrew Warner was devastated 
when he saw the boy’s body under his front 
wheel. 

Cody, who was described as “a fun-loving 
little rogue” by his grandfather Stuart 
Kennedy, died from head injuries according 
to pathologists. 

His parents, James Large and Michelle 
Leach, aged 26 and 27 respectively at the 
time of the incident, attended the inquest at 
County Hall in Maidstone on Wednesday 
and heard coroner Richard Sykes record a 
verdict of accidental death. 

Ms Leach was unable to listen to the 
details of Cody’s death and left the hearing 
in tears. After he was struck by the car at 
about 6pm, the child was airlifted to 
Maidstone Hospital but was pronounced 
dead on arrival. He had suffered severe 
injuries to the left side of his head, accord¬ 
ing to pathologist Dr Michael Heath. 

Playing 

Eyewitness Declan McCarthy, 18, told the 
inquest: “I was in the road, which is a cul-de- 
sac. I was talking to a group of friends, there 
were four of us and Cody’s older brother 
Owen was around as well. 

“I recognised Andy Warner when he got 
out of his car and went to a friend’s house. 
He’d parked half on the kerb and half on the 
pavement. 

“I’d seen Cody about 10 feet away, maybe 
a little bit more. He was playing on his bike 
- a two-wheeled one. Owen was with us but 
I thought he was keeping an eye on him. 

“I saw the car reverse but I didn’t see 
where Cody was at first. Then I saw he was 
starting to cross the road from my side to 
the other on his bike. 

“I realised if they both carried on they 
were going to hit each other and shouted 
Whoa, whoa’, to the driver, but he didn’t 
notice. The music from his car was loud and 
I’d say his reversing was a bit fast. 

‘We were all shouting, but he [Cody] hit 
the driver’s side of the car at the back. 

“Cody ended up by the front wheel, par¬ 
tially underneath the car, when it stopped.” 

He added: “The driver then got out and he 
seemed to be in shock. I heard him say 
What have I done?’.” 

Mr Warner admitted he was the driver 
involved and said he had checked all his 
mirrors and looked over his left shoulder 
before starting the manouevre. 

In a statement to police he said the first 
he knew of the accident was when he heard

a thud and opened the car door to see blood 
on the road. 

Mr Warner said: “Afterwards I thought he 
must have been behind my car.” 

The driver also said he saw children play¬ 
ing ahead of his car which was why he 
decided to reverse - but eyewitnesses dis¬ 
puted this, saying the group was opposite 
him and his front was clear. 

Mr Sykes called the death a “most tragic 
accident”. Recording a verdict of accidental 
death, he said: “I am satisfied there would 
have been a moment when Cody was invis¬ 
ible in the driver’s door mirror. 

“It is never easy to listen to evidence of 
this nature when what has resulted is the 
death of a young person. 

“I send my deepest condolences to Cody’s 
family and acknowledge the manner in 
which they have conducted themselves.

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Passage from poverty

POVERTY and unemployment 
were widespread in Kent during 
the first half of the 19th century, 
with farm labourers hit particu¬ 
larly hard by falling wages and 
soaring food prices. 

The Government decided state-aided emi¬ 
gration was one solution and thousands of 
the poor were shipped off to the New World. 

Helen Allison, who lives in Sittingboume, 
has written a book about the impoverished 
Kent families whose passage to Canada, the 
United States, Australia and New Zealand 
was paid for by their parishes. 

After researching and writing the book, 
Farewell to Kent, the author said she was left 
with mixed feelings about the idea of paying- 
off desperate and starving families and send-

ing them into the unknown. “I found scraps of 
paper such as one from Headcom where the 
church wardens had written out an agree¬ 
ment for a man who could not read or write. 
“It said, ‘I agree to clear myself and my fam¬ 


ily from the parish of Headcom’. He was 
given £3.10 to pay their passage to New 
Zealand and he signed it. If the family had 
changed their minds they would not get any 
more help from the parish. 

“But there were also terrific success stories. 
Families who were very poor went to New 
Zealand, Australia or Canada and led very 
successful lives. 

“These people were the most enterprising - 
if you weren’t you’d be too fearful to go in the 
first place.” 

Many saw assisted emigration as a way to 
improve social mobility and hoped 
they would find more freedom, equality and 
opportunity. 

They travelled for months with no idea 
what they would find when they arrived. 

“It was a very brave decision to make,” Mrs 
Allison said. “I ended up really admiring 
these people. They had a lot of guts.” 

Before the age of steam, emigrants would 
embark on perilous journeys aboard sailing 
ships and a ‘good’ voyage would be one where 
out of 300 people about 15 would die. 

“The smaller children would be particu¬ 
larly susceptible to epidemics of sickness 
and diarrhoea. It was bmtal at sea, a lot of 
families would have arrived in a very sad 
state after the loss of children on the way,” 
Mrs Allison, a retired primary school 
teacher, said. 

However, a quote in the book from one of 
the emigrants, published in the Kent and 
Sussex Times of 1879, perhaps explains 
why so many took up the offer of a free pas¬ 
sage from the parishes. 

“We would rather go off to New Zealand 
than stay here to starve or die,” it states. 

Mrs Allison, 57, said although assisted 
emigration took place across the country, 
and in particularly in the South East, 
it more prevalent in Kent than in other 
counties. 

She said: “In the first half of the 19th cen¬ 
tury Kentish farm labourers were particu¬ 
larly badly paid. 

“It was because of farmers not wanting to 
pay them more and the population increas¬ 
ing, with more people needing work. 
Parishes wanted the poor off their hands.” 

The system of helping the poor, which had

remained unchanged since the 16th centu¬ 
ry, was that a tax on property was levied on 
the parish - the Poor Rate - and used to 
help those in need. 

Mrs Allison said that of all the characters 
she found while researching the book, 
George Duppa remains notorious among 
descendants of the emigrants for his 
unscrupulous pursuit of fortune in New 
Zealand. 

An agent for the New Zealand Company, 
which organised settlements, he recruited 
many farm labourers from his home village 
of Hollingboume, near Maidstone. 

“They were expecting to find much more 
than they did,” she said. 

“They had to sleep under trees near a 
beach, while Duppa had a prefabricated 
wooden house he’d brought on the ship. 

“They made little tents and camped 
around the wooden house for protection 
while they built their own huts. It was 
pulling together. 

“I’ve been in contact with descendents of 
the emigrants and they still know it was 
Duppa who recruited them and how they 
felt when they got there. But they all ended 
up doing well.”

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Eastern Crossrail 
terminus mooted 


’Shrooms 
with a few 


THE massive Crossrail project could be set to 
run as far as Gravesend. 

The £16 billion, 74-mile rail network will 
link London to Essex, Berkshire and 
Heathrow airport - but now Gravesham 
Borough Council has revealed plans to extend 
the scheme. 

Town hall leader Cllr Mike Snelling said 
the Department of Transport, and Transport 
for London, had asked for the borough coun¬ 
cil’s views on the proposal and requested 
that it safeguard sites along the railway to 
Denton to leave the option open to extend 
Crossrail. 


Gravesend could be used as the outer termi¬ 
nus at the eastern end. Cllr Snelling said the 
proposal should become a commitment rather 
than an ambition. 

Cllr Snelling said: “The prospect of Crossrail 
terminating at Gravesend has enormous 
potential. 

“But the problem is that, as it stands, it’s a 
vague idea and we would urge that it becomes 
a firm commitment.” 

Gravesham’s cabinet will decide its response 
next week. Crossrail was agreed by 
Parliament in July and trains are expected to 
start running in 2017. 


AS THE credit crunch bites and the 
world economy nose-dives, it may 
be that we will all need to rediscov¬ 
er the skills of the hunter-gatherer, 

writes Ed Hill. 

There may be no such thing as a free lunch, 
but a walk in the woods at this time of year can 
turn up a host of edible delights. 

Fungi and mushrooms can be 
found in abundance among the 
fallen leaves of the forest floor. 

However, there is one big 
drawback. Pick the right one 
and you can have a fantastic 
gastronomic experience, with 
flavours and textures you have 
never known before. Get it 
wrong and you could find your¬ 
self in that big heavenly mush¬ 
room patch in the sky. 

The author of The Horse 
Whisperer, Nicholas Evans, 
ended up in hospital recently 
undergoing dialysis after eating deadly mush¬ 
rooms. Names like death cap and poison pie 
don’t exactly look attractive on a menu. There 
is no doubt that you need to know exactly what 
you are doing before you start chomping away 
on wild fungi. A good way to start would be to 
take a walk with Steve Kirk, editor of 


Bushcraft magazine. I joined him and other 
toadstool novices in Dering Wood, near 
Pluckley. Steve has made a serious study of the 
undergrowth for more than 20 years, develop¬ 
ing his knowledge of mushrooms and fungi. 

He is the first to admit there are dangers in 
eating wild food: “I had to be really, really sure 
the first time I ate one that it was safe, but once 
I had it opened up a whole new world,” he said. 

The first thing to establish is 
that fungi are not plants, but 
heterotrophic organisms more 
closely related to animals. 

They grow in such a variety of 
forms that it’s hard to believe 
they are related to one another, 
let alone plants or animals. 

They have complicated sex 
lives and spread themselves 
through millions of microscopic 
spores. They come in all manner 
of wonderful colours and 
shapes, with fantastic names 
such as horn of plenty and pur¬ 
ple deceiver. 

This year has been particularly good for fungi 
in Kent’s woods. The warm and wet autumn 
has created ideal growing conditions. 

We found lots of different kinds including the 
chanterelle, an amazing parasol mushroom 
(one of the tastiest fried with a little butter) 
puffballs and a rare cauliflower fungus that

looked like it should be swaying in the cur¬ 
rents on a coral reef rather than growing 
from the side of a rotting tree stump. 

Fungi play an important role in breaking 
down woody material. They help to sustain 
the forest and allow young trees to establish 
themselves. Most of the examples that we 
found on our walk are not poisonous, just not 
very tasty. All fungi can only be eaten at a 
certain point in their growth. Once past their 
best they deteriorate into a slimy pulp. 

A wise approach is to buy one of the many 
books on the topic with clear pictures show¬ 
ing examples of all the varieties and play 
safe - many mushrooms look similar and a 
mistake could be fatal. 

Mr Kirk said: “A good point is to trust the 
old folk names for mushrooms. That will nor¬ 
mally give a good indication of their charac¬ 
ter. The most important advice is to learn 
about all the various kinds first. It is such an 
amazing area to study.”

New bluetongue threat warning 


CONTROLLING bluetongue will be top of the 
agenda at a meeting of farmers. 

An open meeting has been organised by the 
National Farmers’ Union at Ashford livestock 
market on Tuesday to debate a strategy for 
tackling the virus during 2009. 

Howard Bates, the NFU’s South East live¬ 
stock board chairman, warned of new strains of 
yet to reach the UK. He said: “There are 26 
strains of bluetongue. Fortunately the disease is 
not circulating in the UK. But farmers are con¬ 
cerned that new strains of the virus are moving 


up through Europe, with BTV1 being found in 
France and a new strain, BTV6, in Holland and 
Germany. We have a vaccine for BTV8 but need 
to discuss how to protect animals from other 
strains by a combination of good husbandry and 
a robust policy on imported livestock.” 

Bluetongue is carried by infected midges and 
can be devastating to sheep and cattle, causing 
deaths, stillbirths and reduced productivity. 

EU proposals for electronic identification of 
sheep, the future of livestock markets and TB in 
cattle will also be discussed at the meeting.

UNION bosses are holding top- 
level talks with management of 
a drugs giant which is planning 
to close its Dartford site with the 
loss of more than 620 jobs, writes 
Tony Patey. 

Unite, the UK’s biggest union, hopes to 
limit the damage to voluntary redundancies 
when GlaxoSmithKline shuts its plant - but 
fears there will be compulsory job cuts as 
the site is closed in a phased programme 
running to 2013. 

Kevin Whiffen, the union’s regional officer, 
said on top of the 620 job losses there were 
60 temporary staff plus contract workers 
tied to the site such as catering workers, 
cleaners, engineers and scaffolders. 

He echoed comments in the town that the 
news was a big shock, not just for the staff, 
but for the area’s community and economy. 

GSKhas been in Dartford for 120 years, and 
the news is not good for the area which, 
although part of the Thames Gateway project, 
is only now seeing rising inward investment 
in the town centre after a period of decline. 

Mr Whiffen said there had been discus¬ 
sions with GSK since it started a review of 
the site, just north of the railway line, last 
July. After consultations with the company, 
workers had originally believed the worst- 
case scenario would be a half closure. 

“So it was an absolute shock that it was to 
be a total closure. We are investigating vol¬ 
untary redundancy as the least painful 


route, but it might well mean some form of 
compulsory redundancy. 

“It is going to impact on the local commu¬ 
nity and economy.” 

Mr W hi ffen said Unite site representatives 
were meeting GlaxoSmithKline management 
on Friday and reporting back to him. He is 
due to meet management next Wednesday. 

A spokesman for Dartford Borough 
Council said: “It is a shock to us, but not 
entirely unexpected. The firm has had a long 
and proud heritage in the town, and we have 
been proud to have been associated with it. 

‘We trust that GSK will do the right thing 
for their employees over the next five years. 
We have worked together and we have had 
a very good relationship. But it is quite a 
blow to the town” 

Significant 

He felt “fairly confident” that, because of 
increasing inward investment into the area, 
people losing their jobs would stand a 
chance of finding other work. 

The multi-national pharmaceutical firm, 
which used to employ thousands of people at 
Dartford, blames the closure on patent 
expiries. Production at the site will be grad¬ 
ually transferred to other sites. 

In a statement it said: “The proposals were 
developed after taking into account a fore¬ 
casted substantial decline in demand for the 
Dartford site’s two largest products, which 
prior to patent expiries accounted for 60 per 
cent of total volumes. 

“The two most significant products, cur¬ 


rently, in terms of volumes are Lamotrigine 
(Lamictal) for epilepsy/bipolar disorder, and 
Valaciclovir (Valtrex) for herpes. 

“The current level of manufacturing activ¬ 
ity at Dartford is not expected to be replaced 
by the same level of new business, driving 
utilisation down to an unsustainable level.” 

Joe Foley, Dartford site director, said: “The 
proposals are absolutely no reflection on the 
performance of staff at Dartford who over 
the years have played a key role in the suc¬ 
cess of GSK through their professionalism 
and commitment in manufacturing medi¬ 
cines for patients all around the world. 

“However, the overall substantial decline 
in product volumes caused by the fiercely 
competitive climate in which we operate 
means the long-term future of the site is 
simply not sustainable. We also regret the 
effect this proposal would have on the local 
community, with whom we have built strong 
links over many years.” 

Job losses during the closure programme 
will be 150-200 next year, 75-125 in 2010,25- 
75 in 2011,300 in 2012 and then the decom¬ 
missioning team in 2013. 

GSK produces household names such as 
Ribena, Panadol, Turns, Hedex and 
Lucozade. The company also has a research 
and development centre at Tunbridge Wells, 
and a plant in Beckenham employing 60 
people to produce an antibiotic. Neither are 
under threat, GSK said. 
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Commendation 
for consultant’s 
dementia group 


Down from London is up

A SELF-HELP group for people 
with dementia and other mental 
health conditions has won nation¬ 
al acclaim for its work. 

Dr Satvir Singh, a consultant psychiatrist, 
launched the group after he realised there 
was a gap in the services provided for older 
people by the NHS and social services. 

He won the commended award of £1,000 at 
the Bupa Foundation Care Awards in the 
category of ‘outstanding contribution to 
patient care’ on Wednesday and has been 
praised for his “truly innovative” idea. 

The self-help group, which has been run¬ 
ning since February, 2007, was created after 
Dr Singh found the needs of patients in the 
early stages of dementia were not being met. 

Dr Singh, who has been working in 
Folkestone and the William Harvey Hospital 
in Ashford since 2005, said: “My patients, 
quite understandably, do not think it is nec¬ 
essary for them to go to a day facility in a res¬ 
idential home or an Age Concern centre. 

“This is largely due to denial and their fear 
and worry about the progression of their con¬ 
dition. Instead they prefer to stay at home 
with little or no contact with the outside 


world. This often leads to social withdrawal 
and in some cases clinical depression.” 

He said patients who had been discharged 
from in-patient emits after being treated for 
depression and anxiety disorders were simi¬ 
larly in need of safe and supportive social 
networks for their on-going rehabilitation. 

The regular location of the group’s meet¬ 
ings at the Hythe Imperial Hotel is an 
important factor in the success of the initia¬ 
tive, which has grown from eight to 30 
patients and their carers in more than a 
year, he said. 

“None of the patients have needed extra 
appointments with me in the clinic or an 
emergency admission to hospital,” he said. 
“We feel it has been really effective and I’m 
hoping it can be rolled out to other parts of 
Kent, if not the country.” 

Members of the group are full of praise for 
Dr Singh. 

Helen Craven is a carer to her mother, who 
suffers from Alzheimer’s, and her father, who 
has physical disabilities. She said: “This 
group enables people to keep their dignity 
and self-respect while meeting friends and 
being able to share experiences.” 

Edward Coles, who has vascular dementia, 
which affects his memory and co-ordination, 
spoke of the first meeting: “One tends to 
realise there are other people who are in the 
same boat. This, somehow, is a relief. I look 
forward to the meetings very much.”

“Rising fuel costs may have spurred people 
to consider the train as a credible option as 
promoted in our advertisements,” said Ms 
Matthews-Marsh.

THE body of Rifleman 
Yubraj Rai, the Gurkha sol¬ 
dier who was killed in 
action in Afghanistan, was 
brought back to the UK on 
Monday. 

His coffin was flown to RAF 
Lyneham in Wiltshire. After 
Rifleman Rai died, it emerged that 
he had voluntarily stepped in to 
take the place of a colleague who 
had fallen ill. 

The battalion was only deployed 
to Afghanistan last month. 

Rifleman Rai, of the 2nd Battalion 
the Royal Gurkha Rifles based at 
Shorncliffe barracks, died from 
enemy combat fire on Tuesday last 
week in the Musa Qaleh area of 
Helmand. 

He was serving as part of a joint 
International Security Assistance 
Force and Afghan National Security 
Forces operation. 

Originally from Khotang in east¬ 
ern Nepal, he joined the British 
Army in January, 1999, and then 
the Royal Gurkha Rifles in Brunei. 

He supported his mother, sister

A VICTORIA Cross winner from Kent’s 
county regiment was among the leading 
figures at a ceremony at the Cenotaph on 
Tuesday to mark the 90th anniversary of 
the end of World War One. 

Lance Corporal Johnson Beharry of the 
Princes of Wales’ Royal Regiment, which 
has its HQ in Canterbury, accompanied 
WWI veteran Harry Patch, 110, as he 
laid a poppy wreath in central London. 

L/Cpl Beharry was awarded the 
Victoria Cross for acts of bravery in Iraq 
in 2004 when he twice saved colleagues 
from ambushes. 

Around the world two-minute silences 
were held at 11am - the moment the 
Armistice Treaty was signed by the 
Allies and Germany in a railway carriage 
in the Forest of Compiegne, France, 
bringing four years of conflict to an end. 

Mr Patch is the second-oldest living 
man in the UK. He is the last surviving 
British soldier to have fought in the 
trenches of the Western Front during 
World War One. 


Frontline lecture

Prof Nick Bosanquet of Imperial 
College, London, is giving the lecture. 

He said: “The trench lines in World 
War One required a vast support opera¬ 
tion stretching back across the Channel.

“This lecture will chart East Kent’s 
role in an increasingly technical war 
with the first use of barges for munitions 
and train ferries at the mystery port of 
Richborough and the lighted channel 
barrage from Folkestone to Gris Nez.”

He said: “I served for 10 years and was based 
in Northern Ireland, Central America and also 
served in Africa. 

“But because of the way soldiers were viewed 
by the general population I didn’t bother with 
services like this. Now I’m glad I have come 
and seen so many people supporting us. 

“The times have changed when it comes to 
people’s attitudes towards the Armed Forces. 

“I did three tours of Northern Ireland and 
back then no-one seemed to want to know. 

“There was no respect, no welcome home.

Pub sign restored in memory of VC hero 


A MEMORIAL to a war hero has been 
unveiled as people around the world 
gathered on Remembrance Sunday 
to honour servicemen and women 
killed in conflicts past and present, 
writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Captain John Brunt, who was from 
Paddock Wood near Tunbridge 
Wells, was killed by mortar fire short¬ 
ly after he was awarded the highest 
military honour for valour, the Victoria 
Cross, in 1944. 

In his honour, a pub, the Kent 
Arms, changed its name to the John 
Brunt VC and in 1947 the new pub 
sign bearing his bespectacled por¬ 
trait was unveiled by his father Tom. 

But the pub’s name changed to 
The Hopping Hooden Horse in 
1997 and although it switched 
back in 2001 after residents 
protested, the pub’s original sign 
had been lost. 

Richard Snow, who has written a 
booklet about Capt Brunt called All 
For Valour, has led a campaign to 
have the swinging sign replaced. 

‘This was the culmination of a year’s 
work to try and have a new colourful 
sign erected at the pub,” he said. 

“It is a fitting and important tribute 
to a real local hero, who set out to

win the VC, but unfortunately never 
knew he’d won it. 

“I am pleased so many people 
approve of the new sign and it was 
so appropriate that we were able to 
unveil it on Remembrance Sunday.” 

Mr Snow said he was “thrilled and 
honoured” that Eric Knight, a boy¬ 
hood friend of Capt Brunt, was able 
to unveil the new sign. The artwork 


was designed by Alex Atkinson, a 
former sixth-form student at 
Mascalls School in Paddock Wood. 

Mr Snow thanked The Royal 
Lincolnshire and Royal Anglian 
Regimental Association, The Royal 
Anglian Regiment, Kent County 
Council and Paddock Wood Town 
Council for their donations. 

Capt Brunt fought his last action at 
Faenza in North East Italy. 

Outnumbered three to one by 
enemy soldiers, he fired a Bren gun, 
killing at least 14 Nazi soldiers. He 
then bravely stayed to cover with¬ 
drawing comrades and fought on 
while sitting astride a Sherman tank. 

At the unveiling of the original pub 
sign, a tribute was read, which said: 
“Those of us who knew John Brunt, 
first as a boy and then as a man, are 
proud to be allowed, with his rela¬ 
tives, to take some small share in 
the fame which is so rightly his. 

“Many of us felt we should like to 
pay tribute in a way which would be 
part of our everyday life and would 
also typify that friendliness which 
was his in so great a degree. 

“Eventually it was suggested an 
inn should be named after him and a 
suitable sign raised in his honour.”

Stormy times 
ahead at port 

INDUSTRIAL action at the Port of 
Dover looks to set to go ahead, with both 
sides unprepared to back down in the 
dispute over job transfers. 

The union Unite has said it is prepared 
to negotiate with the port managers, 

Dover Harbour Board, which has called 
for “meaningful discussions” - although 
the workers are not prepared to 
collaborate with the plans. 

Emotions are running high among the 
workforce and the harbour board is 
pushing ahead with proposals to outsource 
about 190 jobs at the port, making it 
unlikely that an agreement can be 
reached ahead of Tuesday’s planned 48- 
hour strike. 

In the current economic climate the 
threat of industrial action is going to 
become increasingly common. 

While it is easy to sympathise with 
people like the port workers, who fear they 
could lose their pensions and even jobs 
due to the transfer, companies will be 
facing increasingly difficult choices over 
the coming months. 

Hopefully the two sides will be able to 
resolve the issues without a strike, 
although that now looks unlikely. 

Everyone can understand why strikes 
like this happen, but it is unlikely to 
improve the workers’ position and 
prospects in the long term. 

Now should be a time of understanding 
between employers and employees and an 
ethos of working together to find mutually 
beneficial solutions to disputes that are 
inevitably going to arise in the coming 
months.

Let’s put people first 

NOW that the banks have been 
bailed out with billions of pounds 
of taxpayers’ money, when will

families across Kent get their 
bailout? 

Many people think of Kent as 
an affluent county, but some 
wards, such as St Radigund’s and 
Buckland in Dover, are among the 
most deprived in the country. 
Whether you live in Canterbury 
or Sevenoaks, Maidstone or 
Folkestone, food, energy and 
water bills are rocketing. Rail 
prices are rising higher than 
anywhere else in the country. 
Unemployment is up and, sadly, 
the job losses we have already 
seen are likely to be the tip of the 
iceberg. 

News of looming recession will 
be deeply worrying to the 
communities which were hit hard 
last time the economy was in such 
dire straits, back in the 1990s. 
The Conservatives left parts of 
Kent with low wages, poorly- 
funded schools and rundown 
hospitals, particularly in the east 
of the county. 

They saddled households with 
unfair council tax and sky-high 
water bills. Instead of easing the 
burden, life under Labour has got 
even more difficult and services 
have been starved of money and 
stripped of control. Now, here we 
are again, facing more tough 
times while hard-working people 
still struggle to make ends meet. 

What people need now is more 
money in their pockets. That’s 
what is going to get the wheels of 
the economy turning again, not 
Whitehall bureaucrats making

decisions on how taxpayers’ 
money is best spent. My party 
wants to cut taxes to give people 
more of their money back. We 
would close the loopholes enjoyed 
by the super-rich and clamp down 
on tax-evaders to give cash back 
to the people who need it. Unlike 
the Conservatives, who just want 
to cut taxes for the very wealthy. 

Letting people hold on to more 
of the money they earn will help 
them through the tough times. It 
also means they’ll have more 
money to spend on the high 
street, supporting local shops and 
businesses. 

You only have to look at Kent 
Science Park in Sittingboume to 
see that the county’s business 
community is full of flair and 
ingenuity. Businesses across 
Kent, often small and rural, are 
crucial if we are going to grow our 
way out of the slump. Their 
success is also vital for the many 
people now faced with the 
prospect of losing their job. 

But instead of protecting local 
businesses, such as post offices, 
Labour has copied the 
Conservatives and continued to 
close thousands, with dozens 



across Kent among the first to be 
axed. Despite local protests, more 
are yet to follow. In hard times 
people need certainty. But too 
many are worried about ending 
up on the streets now that 
repossessions are rising. Hard-up 
families risk losing the roof over 
their heads while thousands of 
second homes sit empty for half of 
the year. Homelessness is already 
high - much worse than official 
figures show because of the high 
numbers of hidden homeless - 
and there is nowhere near enough 
social housing. 

I have been working with MPs 
across the South East to get the 
Government to ease restrictions 
on councils so they can buy up 
empty homes for local families to 
live in. My party also has plans to 
make repossession the absolute 
last resort for families in 
difficulty, so that cash-strapped 
banks cannot evict them unless 
all other options have been 
explored. 

Lib Dem councillors are 
working as hard as ever to get 
more affordable houses built, 
earmarked for local people. Even 
if house prices come down, low 


wages are always going to make it 
extremely difficult to get a 
mortgage, especially now when 
banks are so worried about 
lending money. 

Bringing down energy prices is 
one of our top priorities. More 
than 65,000 pensioners across 
Kent are going to spend the cold 
winter months in fuel poverty - 
that’s four out of every five. These 
people need their bills cut. 

Energy companies need to 
change their tariffs so people pay 
a fair amount for the energy they 
use. The way it works now is 
customers pay most for the first 
bits of energy they use and the 
rest costs less. But it should be the 
other way round, so the energy 
needed for essentials such as 
heating and cooking is affordable. 
Put simply, only if you use more, 
you pay more. 

The days ahead are going to be 
difficult, but with the right 
leadership we can get through 
them. That means putting people 
first. Too many families across 
Kent had to bear the burden in 
the last recession. We need to 
make sure local communities 
don’t now suffer again.

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Reality bites in hard times 


Splendid news say I, and I couldn’t agree 
more with Mr Harlock’s stance at KCC 
Commercial Services. 

For too long many private firms have got 
away with profiteering at the expense of 
councils and they have got away with 
nothing short of murder. 

I know that much of what is bought by 
councils goes out to tender, but this is not 
foolproof all the time. Collaboration works 
both ends: procurement and supply ... 

My late husband was a senior manager 
in a printing company that always used to 
mark up large contract work that was sub¬ 
mitted to councils on the pretext that as 
there was so much to-ing and fro-ing 
involved, it covered the extra costs. 

The reality of the matter, however, is 


that for so many years councils were 
perceived to be a soft touch, devoid of the 
steeliness in negotiation that marks out 
many of the larger private organisations 
and these firms got away with it. 

Times are harder now across the board 
and councils all too rightly are taking a 
more entrepreneurial and business-sawy 
approach to earning money and making it 
go further. 

Like the Government failed to keep 
money aside for a rainy day during the 
boom years, it’s just too bad these miffed 
private firms didn’t keep more of their 
over-inflated profits aside for when the 
easy times in selling to councils inevitably 
came to an end.

Being called to account 

Public or private, rattling a sabre or cutting 
the cloth? In these times of economic 
stringency there seem to be sound financial 
reasons for councils looking at their budgets 
and finding that services can be better offered 
in-house. 

Many years ago, Kent County Council 
Supplies was formed for this very reason and 
its speedy service benefited schools and the 
public sector. Supplies is also understood to 
provide a profit for public reinvestment 
through its commercial service. 

There is another reason why the public 
should be glad about Kent’s action - and this 
is not an argument for creeping ‘nationalisa¬ 
tion’ at a local level. It is summed up in the 
phrase public scrutiny and accountability.

It is easy to 
shift the blame out of house. Medway council 
has fairly successfully tried this in both its 
insensitive road safety campaign and in the 
overspend in privately contracted housing 
repairs. These issues are not dead and buried. 

One welcomes any ‘publicisation’ particular¬ 
ly in the care and education sectors. It is here 
that there needs to be scrutiny both in the 
cost of services and in their benefit and deliv¬ 
ery. In much of this councils have a statutory 
responsibility.

Cannibalism is considered by most people 
as the action of savages, but is there seriously 
any difference between killing and eating a 
human and killing and eating an animal 
when one’s own survival is not dependant on 
such unnecessary slaughter?

have done. As usual, Mr O’Donnell is sadly 
out of date. Not only is central government 
funding Building Schools for the Future, it is 
also funding unprecedented numbers of 
teachers and teaching assistants. 

Under the latest initiative, the National 
Challenge, the Government aims to overcome 
KCC’s reluctance to direct resources where 
they are most needed, and is targeting funds 
to those secondary modem schools that are 
struggling to achieve good GGSE results. 

It is KCC that is trying to take the credit 
from taxpayers, not Dr Ladyman or the 
Labour Government. 

But it seems Mr O’Donnell is keen to do his 
bit to boost KCC’s flagging reputation, 
despite the fact it already has a department 
dedicated to doing that, which is paid for by 
council taxpayers.

FORD, Britain’s perennial motor 
market leader, claims demand for 
its cars is holding up well in the 
face of recession and the seasonal 
downturn in sales. 

Like many rivals, the brand has a reputation 
for being clever with figures by pre-registering 
cars with dealers, yet claims a healthy 16.6 per 
cent share of October’s new car sales - three 
points up on the same month last year. 

With the UK’s overall appetite for new cars 
down by 22 per cent in October, compared with 
October, 2007, Ford’s performance limited it to 
a 5.7 per cent dip in volume. Top players were 
the Fiesta, C-Max MPV and Mondeo, all of 
which exceeded registrations a year ago. 

Picking apart the Fiesta figures might 
reveal a mix of keen deals on the out-going car 
plus healthy demand for the impressive all- 
new model - Ford claims for every one of the 
3,500 new Fiestas delivered in October, two 
more customer orders are in the pipeline. 

Significantly, half of Fiesta buyers are opting 
for higher spec Zetec and Titanium models, 
suggesting many are former bigger car owners 
downsizing, but wanting to keep their creature 
comforts and that Ford is succeeding in its 
drive for sales to discerning and demanding 
private buyers, rather than the high-volume/ 
low-profit fleet deals of recent decades. 

Ford took 13.7 per cent of October’s retail 
(consumer) new car sales - a year-on-year rise 
of four percentage points. However, the ‘blue 
oval’ still heads the fleet market, helped by 
new low-emission models and lately by new 
Ford Galaxy and S-Max variants emitting 
under 160g C02/km - the frugal 2.0 TDCi 
diesel engine delivers savings of over £200 a 
year to the company car driver and a 20 per 
cent write-down allowance to the employer. 

The impressive new Fiesta - joined by a road 
tax-exempt ECOnetic model in the New Year 
- will be followed by an all-new Ka city car. 

This model is being promoted via the latest 
James Bond blockbuster Quantum of Solace, 
where it is driven by glamorous ex-model 
turned Bond girl Olga Kurylenko - Ford used 
the previous 007 outing, Casino Royale, as a 
showcase for the latest Mondeo. 

The Ka will be available with low emission 
68bhp 1.2-litre petrol or 74bhp 1.3 diesel 
power qualifying for the cheapest payable road 
tax band (£35/year).

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Small IQ shows Toyota’s 
application of brain power 


STEVELOADER 


HAVING made produc¬ 
tion efficiency the key to 
the profitability and reli¬ 
ability that has made it 
the world’s number one 
motor manufacturer, 
Toyota is now showing its 
innovative strengths. 

We’ve already seen new technol¬ 
ogy such as its hybrid motor sys¬ 
tem in the Toyota Prius and 
upmarket Lexus KX400h, yet it is 
hard to warm to Toyotas - there is 
a fear durability also says ‘boring’. 

The label certainly stuck with 
Toyota’s most successful car ever, 
the long-running Corolla, forcing 
a change of name to Amis. 

But Toyota’s image is set to 
change with the IQ in January. 

Even the name is clever, high¬ 
lighting the brainpower that has 
gone into this clever car while 
implying buyers will be people 
with extra savvy. 

Toyota claims to have created 
‘six degrees of innovation’ to build 
what is (just about) a four-seater 
within three metres and just a 
few centimetres longer than the 
Smart city car (2,695mm). 


‘Six degrees’ amounts to pretty 
much a re-design of how cars are 
made with the main innovations 
being re-arranged seating, a mid¬ 
ships under-floor fuel tank, com¬ 
pacting the heater/air con by 20 
per cent - after all, the car is 
smaller - and shrinking the 
engine compartment. 

Most noticeable though are the 
staggered front seats allowed by 
the smaller engine compartment, 
though still no easy task due to 
collision and safety requirements. 
As a result, the front passenger 
sits slightly forward of the driver, 
allowing an adult rear passenger, 
while the driver’s side rear seat is 
really only suitable for a child - 
the IQ is at best ‘3+1’. 

Nevertheless, such a layout 
could meet most buyers’ needs, 
with the seat behind the driver 
mostly serving as the boot. 

Already tipped for cult status, 
Toyota is also pitching it slightly 
upmarket, from £9,495 with a 
high standard spec: 15-inch 
alloys, heated/electrically adju¬ 
stable door mirrors, air con and 
six-speaker sound system with 
MP3 player/auxiliary socket, plus 
a full complement of driver aids 
including vehicle stability control. 

Buyers also save immediately 
through the miserly 1.0-litre 
petrol engine averaging well over 
60mpg, while C02 emissions of 
99g/km make it exempt from road 
tax.

• Check the weather forecast before leaving

• Bad road conditions need more braking 
time. Increase the gap between you and the 
vehicle in front. 

• Keep topped up with fuel in case of delays 

• Use headlights in rain or snow and to 
increase your visibility when the sun is low. 

Ken added: “Remember, whether you are 
walking, cycling or driving - be responsible. 
Don’t pin your safety on an assumption 
that others will act responsibly, act respon¬ 
sibly yourself.”

Mitsubishi Lancer 


RUSSIANS loved the previous 
Mitsubishi Lancer. 

Big sales there helped the Japanese marque 
reverse its fortunes while making inroads into 
one of Europe’s huge new motor markets. 

But does success in the ‘Land of the Lada’ 
mean much? Nyet a lot. 

That particular Lancer sold in the UK from 
2005 to earlier this year as a bargain with 
much spec and the promise of rugged reliabil¬ 
ity likely to endear it to former Lada owners, 
but few others. Cue this year’s all-new Lancer, 
better positioned to make headway in a UK 
market where consumer currents are all over 
the place. As before, prices plus specifications 
are aggressive, but Mitsubishi is also - at long 
last - using the motoring deification of its 
Lancer Evo road-going rally car dynasty to 
market the lesser cars. 

Instead of the old gulf between the yawn- 
inducing mainstream models and manically 
turbocharged, all-wheel drive, raw meat-eat¬ 
ing Evo, there is now a bridge allowing you to 
buy an Evo lookalike for not so very much 
money - an all-wheel drive 237bhp Ralliart 
performance flagship for the ‘standard range’ 
is also on the way, likely at around £20,000. 



New Lancer more 
than Rem Russia 


For now you can max out on GS4 versions, 
with their uprated sports chassis, Evo-style 
18-inch alloys, body kit and big boot spoiler - 
tested here in £18,499 diesel form. 

First impressions are good; the new Lancer 
has a more angular and muscular style than 
its predecessor - more Evo than zero. It is also 
slightly bigger inside and out than its Ford 
Focus-class targets, which makes the saloon 


version more attractive to many would-be buy¬ 
ers, though the five-door hatch or ‘Sportback’ is 
expected to nab 60 per cent of sales. 

The frowning beetle brow’ front end adds to 
the road presence and - hallelujah - the inte¬ 
rior is also impressive; apart from a commer¬ 
cially disastrous adherence to its direct injec¬ 
tion petrol engine technology in the face of 
diesel’s rise, Mitsubishi’s flaky performance in 


recent years can be blamed on mediocre finish¬ 
ing and ergonomics in its mainstream cars. 

But a comer was turned with the little Colt 
supermini and the new Lancer shows influ¬ 
ence from the bigger Outlander SUV, with a 
neat and functional dash and softer touch 
materials even if door trimming shows signs of 
old-style ‘Mitsi’. 

In GS4 form it walks the talk too, with good

grip and balance and decent feedback through 
the wheel; it might not have Evo-style 4x4, but 
it sure can attack a bend even if the heavier 
diesel engine can make it yaw a little at first. 

The 138bhp Volkswagen-supplied unit also 
packs the kind of punch the Lancer’s lines sug¬ 
gest - making it the fastest of the standard 
range until the Ralliart arrives. 

Hang on though, because the diesel trans¬ 


mits quite a racket when put through its 
paces, suggesting Mitsubishi needs to do more 
on NVH (noise, vibration and harshness), so 
check out the 1.8 petrol version if you prefer a 
bit more refinement. On the other hand, the 
diesel settles nicely at cruising speeds and the 
only other concession is the slightly harder 
ride the sporty GS4’s chassis delivers. 

On balance though, this new Lancer is a 


good budget performance model for our cash- 
strapped times; the Mitsubishi badge is not so 
common as to be considered mainstream and 
the Lancer benefits from the halo effect of the 
near 28 grand Evo. 

On the practical side, you also have a choice 
of racy saloon or Sportback - with an estate 
expected too - plus Mitsi’s reputation for reli¬ 
ability ratified by Russians.

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Time’s up, Mr Bond...

THE name’s Bond, James Bond - 
I’ll take my watch wound up, not 
down. 

But if you want a Rolex Comex Submariner, 
the model worn by Sean Connery as Bond 30 
years ago, you’ll need a cool £72,000. 

The watch retailed for £200 in 1977, so rep¬ 
resents a very tidy investment. From Russia 
with love? No, from four young goldfingers 
moonraking through the credit crunch with a 
casino royale of a business buying and selling 
luxury secondhand watches. 

It’s a story of live and let die - serendipity 
and networking - quite often the catalysts for 
a successful, thriving business. 

In 1999 Stuart Hennell decided to go for a 
quantum of solace and buy himself a watch 
for his birthday. But it was more die another 
day as he got the brush off from Dr No sales 
staff and found prices were the living day¬ 
lights high. 

He decided there was a view to a kill for a 
consumer friendly alternative to these high 
street retailers. 

And that’s where childhood friends from 
Sittingbourne, Matt Bowling and Lloyd 
Amsdon, came in and they thought the world 
is not enough. The trio had gone separate 
ways to university but kept in touch and met 
up regularly. 

It was during this time that the idea of 
watchfinder.co.uk, a website buying and

selling luxury secondhand watches, was 
conceived. 

Also Lloyd had met Jonathan Adams at 
Sheffield Hallam University, while both were 
studying e-commerce on the first masters 
course of its kind anywhere in the UK The 
idea was bom. The website now attracts 
almost half a million people per month, and 
customers selling on a commission basis are 
on a thunderball receiving 20-30 per cent 
more profit by selling their watch on the web¬ 
site rather than through other avenues. 

The business is thriving, with a projected 


turnover this year of more than £12 million. 

They now have 18 staff including six sales 
people selling about 100 watches per week, at 
an average cost of £2,500, from a showroom 
in Maidstone. And there are plans for inter¬ 
national expansion. 

Despite the credit crunch, luxury watch 
manufacturers continue to raise prices across 
the board. Rolex recently put prices up by 
12.5 per cent and other famous names have 
followed suit. 

Mr Bowling, sales director, said: “Watch 
enthusiasts are everywhere nowadays. Our 
customer database contains people from 
every conceivable background. 

“One thing they have in common is high 
expectations. They want more than just a 
good price, they also want to make sure the 
watches they buy will hold their value in 
years to come - and in most cases that means 
going pre-owned. 

“Once someone has dipped their toe in the 
pre-owned market, 99 per cent of the time 
they say they’ll never buy a new watch again. 
It’s like letting them in on an industry secret 
- and it’s not a secret we have any intention 
of keeping.” 

England rugby star Toby Flood is the brand 
ambassador for the firm and is visiting the 
Maidstone showroom soon. After all, you only 
live twice, and good watches are forever.

Redundancy 
is never an 
easy option 

MAKING people redundant shouldn’t be used 
to rid of staff who don’t usually pull their 
weight, says an employment specialist. 

Bosses trying to take advantage of the situa¬ 
tion must remember that employment tri¬ 
bunals may challenge a decision they have 
reason to believe was based on wrong informa¬ 
tion, say employment experts at Peninsula 
Business Services. 

Its Kent-based representative Matthew 
Willson said: “Redundancy should not be seen 
as a way to get rid of non-performing employ¬ 
ees. Tribunals will examine the rationale 
behind any redundancy to satisfy themselves 
that the employee’s job is genuinely surplus to 
requirements.” 

If firms have to cut staff, volunteers should 
be sought first, but if compulsory redundan¬ 
cies are necessary then the appropriate crite¬ 
ria must be used to ensure those selected are 
the correct people. 

“Length of service (last in, first out) was 
often used as the sole criterion and was 
regarded as fair by tribunals,” he said, “but in 
recent times length of service on its own is 
often considered unfair.” 

So other factors such as attendance and dis¬ 
ciplinary records come into the equation. 
Performance can be used where this is meas¬ 
urable, for example by individual output or 
sales figures. 

Also, there should be the possibility of offer¬ 
ing alternative work. Any available within the 
employee’s capability (or what he/she could do 
with a reasonable amount of training) should 
be offered - even if it is believed that the 
employee will not be interested. 

And if less than 20 employees are to be made 
redundant, it is important to remember that 
the provisions of the standard statutory dis¬ 
missal procedure still apply.

Everyone has a view about the future direction of the 
economy, but it’s always worth getting the ideas of the 
experts.

Q What are the main business activities undertaken 
at Smith & Williamson?

Q How has the global credit crunch impacted 
your business? 

A Business turnaround and restructuring and recovery 
services are counter-cyclical to the global economy. 
These disciplines tend to be busier when the economy is 
in the slowdown phase, although typically we experience 
the most significant levels of workflow when the economy 
is beginning its upswing after a recessionary phase. In 


the last three months we have seen a significant increase 
in enquiries and instructions across the whole spectrum 
of our professional services. We are seeing a significant 
number of clients who are beginning to feel the impact of 
the credit crunch but who are seeking ways to protect 
their business from recession. 

We strongly advise businesses to take professional 
advice at the earliest opportunity to minimise the 
adverse effects on their operations. 

Q Taking out your crystal ball, what are your 
thoughts on recession and when do you think 
that the economy will show signs of improving? 

A I suspect the recession could be prolonged, lasting 
well into 2009. While I hope we have seen the worst of 
the market turmoil and associated global chaos, and that 
recent government steps will bring some degree of stabil¬ 
ity and confidence back into the markets, the effect on the 
real economy could, I believe, last some time. The Kent 
economy is more resilient than most due to our location 
at the heart of the corridor to Europe.

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COUNTY firms are missing out 
on new talent that could have a 
real impact on their future pros¬ 
perity due to dated and inflexible 
recruitment processes, says an 
expert. 

Calibre HR & Training director Elspeth 
Watt, based at Boughton Aluph near Ashford, 
said recruiting for new jobs or replacing peo¬ 
ple who leave is always challenging. 

“When the economy is buoyant, it is easy 
for businesses to get stuck in a rut when it 
comes to recruitment by focusing purely on 
technical skills and not looking outside of a 
specific industry,” she said. 

“Recruitment is a complex process and this 
approach is the easiest way to get bums on 
seats. But when there are so many skilled 
and experienced people in the jobs market, 
businesses that professionalise their recruit¬ 
ing procedures can really capitalise on the 
opportunities out there.” 

To benefit from new talent, she advises 
companies to look for transferable or ‘softer’ 
skills, as technical skills can often be learned. 

This is vital for surviving the current eco-

nomic crisis, but also for being in a stronger 
position when the turnaround comes. 
Transferable skills include such things as 
intellectual capability, problem solving and 
the ability to lead and motivate people. 

Ms Watt said: “Finding and selecting people 
with these skills requires a different 
approach throughout the recruitment 
process, from how you write the advert to 
how you interview candidates. 

“This might increase the time and cost in 
recruiting new staff - including training 
interviewers - but employers cannot afford 


passengers at the moment and need to 
ensure they are making the right recruit¬ 
ment choice first time, every time.”

GIVE mums a break - in the workplace. 
Ashford-based national recruitment group 
HR GO says employers are not taking 
enough advantage of the pool of talent avail¬ 
able with working mums. 

The firm says it has more than 50 years’ 
experience in finding work for mums and 
highlights benefits of offering flexible work¬ 
ing to mums and using special skills they 
can bring to the workplace. 

Its comments come after the Recruitment 
and Employment Confederation found that 
78 per cent of recruiters had been asked by 
employers not to put forward women of 
child-bearing age. 

And a survey of 1,100 mothers published 
by the website WorkingMums.co.uk found 
73 per cent felt that a lack of suitable flexible 
jobs made it difficult for them to return to 


work. HR GO said: 

• Mums are good time managers, have lots 
of patience, are good at negotiation and get¬ 
ting agreement in work situations. 

•Mums have good morale and perform 
well, especially if they can work flexible 
hours to fit in with their family commit¬ 
ments to give them a valuable work and life 
balance. 

• Mums often have the ability to work flex¬ 
ibly, perhaps as a temporary worker, to help 
cover seasonal peaks and even maternity 
leave. 

• By returning after maternity leave, 
mums enable the employer to retain their 
knowledge and talent. 

Commenting on the surveys, HR GO chair¬ 
man, Jack Parkinson said: “Recruitment 
should always be about finding the right per¬

son for the job and businesses could be losing 
out on sourcing the best talent by not even 
considering women of child-bearing age. 

“There are many advantages to employers 
of taking on mums that could give them a 
competitive edge. 

“Although arranging flexible working 
patterns can look like an administrative 
problem, the advantages in doing this are 
enormous. 

“Mums respond positively to the employ¬ 
er’s trust that they will keep their side of the 
arrangement which, for instance, may 
include an element of working from home in 
some cases and become highly motivated 
workers, performing above and beyond 
expectations. 

“By tapping into this pool of talent, 
employers can become smarter.”

There’s no hiding place from 
new gateway to justice agency 


A LEADING Kent law firm is urging bosses 
not to hide from a new Government employ¬ 
ment agency, the so-called ‘gateway to justice’ 
agency. 

Thomson Snell & Passmore, which has 
more than 200 staff based at offices in 
Tunbridge Wells and Greenhithe, says coun¬ 
ty employers should ensure they are aware of 
current employment legislation and duties 
before the going gets tougher. 

Nick Hobden, employment law partner and 
head of the firm’s employment law team, 
said: “The Government is committed to 
launching a more effective, joined-up- 
approach publicity campaign to raise aware¬ 
ness of employment rights. 

‘Workers will be able to call a dedicated 
enforcement helpline to report mistreatment 
such as illegal - below the national minimum 


wage - pay rates. The Government is not sat¬ 
isfied that existing access to enforcement 
agencies such as the Gangmasters Licensing 
Authority or HM Revenue and Customs is 
providing adequate redress. 

“So a new Fair Employment Enforcement 
Board with its own telephone helpline is to 
be set up this year to co-ordinate the work of 
agencies which, for example, check that firms 
with responsibility for health and safety are 
taking proper steps to guard against risks of 
personal injuries to their workers.” 

He said the initiative was likely to have 
most impact on employers who use ‘atypical’ 
workers such as casuals - including gangs of 
casual workers - self-employed independent 
contractors, migrant workers, agency work¬ 
ers, fixed-term workers, part-time workers, 
young workers and low-paid workers.

GP2 Monaco race-winner Mike 
Conway could find himself on the 
grid for the Indianapolis 500, after 
revealing he may join America’s 
Indy Racing League (IRL) for 2009. 

The Sevenoaks racer had a difficult 2008 
in the GP2 Championship, despite picking 
up a win at Monaco in June. 

He finished the season 12th in the driver 
standings with 20 points. 

Without a drive confirmed for 2009, the 24- 
year-old is seriously considering a switch to 
the IRL Championship following a successful 
test with Panther Racing in August. 

Conway told Kent on Sunday: “The test I 
had over there was good as we ended up 
fastest and beat champion Scott Dixon. It is 


something I am now seriously considering. It 
will be a long, hard decision to make and it 
would probably mean I would end up racing 
in America for around four years.” 

After being signed up by the Honda 
Formula One team as part of their young 
driver programme in January, Conway was 
hoping to be considered for a Formula One 
seat for next season. 

Opportunities 

The head of Honda, former technical direc¬ 
tor to Michael Schumacher, Ross Brawn told 
KoS in July that he would not shut the door 
on Conway’s future with the team. 

However, with drivers Jenson Button 
and Rubens Barrichello unsigned for 
2009, test drives instead have been awarded 
to fellow GP2 racers, Bruno Senna and Lucas 


Di Grassi. 

The decision has prompted Conway to 
look as far as America for the 2009 season in 
a bid to prove he is good enough to race in 
Formula One. 

He said: “I have been working with Honda 
a bit throughout the year, but I have heard no 
word from them about a Formula One test. 

“I know they are testing Bruno Senna and 
Lucas and I wish them the best of luck, but I 
am looking at other options for next season.” 

“I am still looking at GP2, but I have been 
looking at opportunities in America. Racing 
in America does not completely shut the door 
on Formula One.” 

If Conway does decided to cross the Atlantic 
for 2009, he will get the chance to compete in 
one of motorsport’s jewels in the crown - the 
200-lap Indianapolis 500.

NEW World Superbike Champi¬ 
onship racer Shane Byrne has 
started the way he means to 
go on after a record-breaking 
first test with new team Steril- 
garda Ducati. 

The British Superbike Cham¬ 
pion from Sheppey, who signed 
for Sterilgarda Ducati in 
October, left the Portimao cir¬ 
cuit in Portugal last week after 
breaking world champion Troy 
Bayliss’ lap record. 

Byrne said: “It went really well 
to be honest.

Calzaghe inspires 
Takaloo to step 
back into the ring

UNDEFEATED boxing cham¬ 
pion Joe Calzaghe has helped 
convince Kent boxer Mehrdud 
Takaloo to step back into the ring. 

Takaloo, the former two-time WBU 
champion at both light-middleweight and 
welterweight, had contemplated retiring 
from the sport following his defeat to 
Anthony Small in January. 

However, after spending the weekend 
with Calzaghe during the Welshman’s 
final win of his career against Roy Jones 
in New York, Takalolo has had a change 
of heart. 

The 33-year-old told Kent on Sunday: 
“Being with Joe Calzaghe and walking in 
the ring with him at Madison Square Gar¬ 
dens was amazing and made me realise 
that having the rest has done me the 
world of good.

“It has given me a good feeling and has 
made me want to get back in the ring. 
Calzaghe is 36 and Jones in 38, so at 33 I 
am just a pup in boxing terms. Being in 
New York has changed my mind.” 

Speaking to Takaloo after that defeat to 
Small, it seemed as though he was des¬ 
tined to retire as it appeared he had lost 
his desire to fight again. 

Now, almost a year on, the Margate Rock 
as he is known, concedes he could be back 
in the ring in the next few months. 

Calzaghe, hailed as one of the greatest 
British boxers of all time, is expected to 
officially announce his retirement from 
boxing after a staggering record of 46 
unbeaten bouts and become a promoter.

Takaloo believes that having Calzaghe 
promoting him, rather than Frank War¬ 
ren, will bring opportunities for him to 
fight in America. 

“Joe is one of my best mates and to 
have him promoting me would be fantas¬ 
tic,” he said. 

“There is such a big boxing community 
in America that love the sport. When I 
walked out with Joe it made the hairs on 
the back of my neck stand up and I really 
wanted to get in there and fight. 

“After my last fight I was looking for 
every excuse, but being in New York really 
opened my eyes. Boxing is in my blood. 

“Boxing in this country is not as well 
supported as it used to be as people are 
watching it on television rather than going 
to the halls.” 

The hunger and desire is clearly back 
and Takaloo admitted his decision to 
return to the ring has been made and he is 
just awaiting confirmation as to when his 
next fight will be. 

A rematch with Small and Ryan Rhodes 
is top of his list, but most of all he is look¬ 
ing forward to a chance to fight in America. 

He added: “I am still registered as a 
fighter so in that sense I never retired and 
I have kept in good shape. 

“My decision is made, it’s just a case of 
getting the right fight.”

FA charge Posh over ‘illegal’ Appiah approach 


EBBSFLEET United and 
Peterborough are set to clash 
again after the League One side 
were hit with an FA charge over 
an alleged illegal approach for 
young striker Kwesi Appiah, 
writes Glenn Pearson. 

Posh signed Appiah last 
month, but Ebsfleet were unhap¬ 
py with the transfer after the 18- 
year-old is believed to have 
trained with the club before their 
seven-day approach was up. 

It’s the second time the clubs 
have clashed after Posh tried to 
sign striker John Akinde at the 
beginning of the season, but 
were turned down by Fleet 
manager Liam Daish. 

The striker ended up moving 
to Championship side Bristol 


City a few weeks later. 

Now Peterborough have been 
charged by the FA, the two 
clubs are set to meet at a hear¬ 
ing, although the date has yet to 
be confirmed. 

Fleet’s club secretary Roly 
Edwards hopes the hearing will 
rule in favour of the Kent club, 
who he feels invested a lot of 
time in nurturing the young 
player who graduated from the 
club’s youth system. 

He said: “At the end of the day 
we know this isn’t the end of it, 
but we are pleased that the FA 
charging Peterborough because 
clearly they feel there is a case 
to answer for. 

“We have not been in this sit¬ 
uation as a club before, but we 


know there is a hearing to be 
scheduled soon and we await 
that outcome.” 

Appiah was offered a contract 
at Ebbsfleet when he turned 18 
this year, but surprisingly 
turned it down. 

Edwards added: “At what point 
do we have to secure these young 
players? We are not allowed to 
put them on a contract before 
18, but once he [Appiah] turned 
18 we offered him one, but he 
didn’t want to sign it. 

“It seemed a little odd as most 
young players will take your 
arm off if you ask them to sign.” 

The club are hoping they may 
receive some form of compensa¬ 
tion for the loss of one of Ebbs- 
fleet’s brightest prospects.

FITH the success of both

report that a new initiative 
has been started to help develop 
talent in the county 

The Kent Junior Development Centres 
(JDC’s) have started something exciting for 
under-12 and under-13 age group hockey 
players across the county 
It’s lively, it’s energetic, it’s vibrant and it’s 
definitely something to be a part of. 

The five new Junior Development Centres 
launched in September have been providing 
young players with consistent, quality 
coaching and the chance to have some fun 
and improve their hockey 
As part of England Hockey’s ‘Single Sys¬ 
tem’ initiative, young players throughout 
the county have been training every week, 
following a syllabus that teaches them core 
skills and to help them understand tactics 
and gives the opportunity to put it all into 
practice during competition sessions.

The centres are located across the county. 
The East Kent centre is based at Canter¬ 
bury Hockey Club and Kent College while 
Mid Kent are at Maidstone Hockey Club

The North West Kent sessions run at both 
Erith and Hurstmere Schools and are expert¬ 
ly supported by the Bexley Hockey Develop¬ 
ment Group, Burnt Ash Hockey Club and 
Bexleyheath and Belvedere Hockey Club. 

South West Kent enjoy the luxury of 
using Tonbridge School’s water-base pitch, 
while the Swale JDC run a great centre 
from Borden Grammar School and Old 
Bordenian Hockey Club and are providing 
an excellent programme of coaches and facil¬ 


ities for their rising stars. 

All the hard work on the training field is 
soon to be put to the test when the JDC’s 
play off against each other in the JDC tour¬ 
nament. The under-12 age group players 
will meet for battle on November 23 at Ton- 
bridge School to see how well they can put 
into action all the new skills and tactics they 
have learnt. 

Also at Tonbridge School, but just a week 
later on November 30, the under-13s will be 
ready to dazzle their coaches with how much 
they have improved on the coaching course. 

The best players will subsequently be select¬ 
ed to represent Kent at the under-13 Junior 
Academy Centre (JAC) which runs after 
Christmas, from January through to April and 
includes fixtures against other counties. 

Jackie Gibbs, president of the Kent Hock¬ 
ey Association, said: “This first year has so 
far been a great success with many new 
players being offered the chance to play 
hockey and be part of an excellent pro¬ 
gramme of coaching. We are delighted with 
all the hard work the coaches and managers 
have put in with ensuring the highest qual¬ 
ity is delivered and it will be fantastic to see 
all the players in action.” 

All in all, this first year of Junior Develop¬ 
ment activity has started with a bang. 

More young people playing hockey is defi¬ 
nitely a great thing for both the individuals 
taking part and also the sport itself. 

One thing that is certainly already clear is 
that there are some young stars emerging 
from this programme, and that perhaps in 
the next two Olympic cycles we might even 
be seeing some of our exciting young players 
on a world stage, so watch this space.

Newly-formed adult disabled 
league proves to be success 


SUCCESS stories are few and far between 
these days, but the creation of the county’s 
first adult disability football league is some¬ 
thing to shout about writes Tom Howard. 

Just a year ago, disabled adults in Kent had 
no means of competitive football as the Kent 
Youth Disability League only allowed children 
to play up to the age of 16. 

However, as of last month this changed 
when a two-division league was set up after 
the Football Association agreed the idea that 
was put forward by Maidstone Raiders’ dis¬ 
ability coach John Harvey and the Kent FA. 

Teams from Thanet, Shepway, Larkfield, 
Maidstone and Canterbury have all benefit- 
ted by entering into the league which is prov¬ 
ing to be a huge success. 

Harvey said: “The adult league is well and 
truly up and running. I am over the moon that 
adults with a disability have a competitive 
league in which to play in. 

“Kent should be very proud of the league 
and the FA have shown great interest in the 
work we are doing.”

The Maidstone coach has been impressed 
by the impact the league has had after its 
inception in October. 

Harvey began by coaching a squad of 15 
children at Bower Grove School in Maidstone 
two years ago. 

Since then the Maidstone United disability 
section has expanded with five different age 


groups made up of 70 players and 26 helpers. 

He said: “At Maidstone we have a strong 
squad of 15 with players as old as 48 playing 
the game. It is great to see just how proud 
they are when they get to put on the club 
shirt and start playing football. 

“Many of these players thought that 
football had bypassed them because of their 
disability.” 

Harvey admits with just two meetings of 
the league played, teams are beginning to 
become more competitive and eager to win. 

The KCFA, who set up the league during 
the summer following a successful pilot 
scheme run over the summer, are delighted 
with the progress. 

Football development officer Stephanie 
Gadd, said: “It is going really well. We have 
seen a lot of interest in the amount of players 
getting involved. We are glad there is a 
place for disabled adults to be able to play 
competitively in the county.” 

The next meeting of the league is at Kick’s 
Soccer Centre in Strood on February 8.

Kent driver trials ‘aero’ design at testing 


JONATHAN Kennard believes 
drivers will struggle next season 
after he became one of the first 
racers in the world to test a 
Formula One car with the radical 
2009 rule changes. 

The Tunbridge Wells driver was asked by 
the Williams Formula One team this week 
to test the brand new 2009 specification aero 
package car at Kemble airfield in 
Gloucestershire. 

The former Formula 3 driver completed a 
number of straight-line runs reaching 
speeds of200mph, to calculate the difference 
the new rules will make to the FI champi¬ 
onship next season. 

Kennard told Kent on Sunday: “It was fan¬ 
tastic to drive a Formula One car. It is so 
much faster to what I normally drive. It was 
quite an honour as I am one of the first to 
drive a car with the 2009 rules aero package. 

“I enjoyed working through the test pro¬ 
gramme and assisting the team with their

preparations for the 2009 season.” 

One of the new rules for 2009 states that 
cars will have dramatically reduced down- 
force, which essentially means new front 
and back wings to ensure the car is kept on 
the track. They will generate less grip and 
allow the new FI cars to follow each other 
and therefore increase the amount of over¬ 
taking in the championship. 

Kennard was shocked to receive the call 
from Williams and after testing the car - 
which was his first-ever drive in a Formula 
One car - he was left feeling that the sport 
will be dramatically changed by the FIA’s 
new guidelines. 

He said: “It was amazing to see the differ¬ 
ence between the 2008 and 2009 models. In 
last year’s model I could brake a lot later 
than in the new one. There is a lot less grip 
available with the 2009 specification wings. 

“I think it will completely change the sport 
next season. I think some of the teams who 


have not been fighting at the front will break 
through if they can adapt to it quickly. 

“It will definitely make the championship 
a lot more exciting as it should allow much 
more overtaking.” 

The 23-year-old has had a difficult season 
after failing to land a drive in Formula 3 for 
2008. Although he has not raced competi¬ 
tively this year, Kennard has been driving 
more miles than usual after developing cars 
for teams in Formula 3 and GP2. 

With rumours circulating the paddock about 
the vacant second test driver seat at Williams, 
Kennard is hoping he could be in the frame 
following his successful test this week. 

He added: “I am hoping the test will give 
me a test seat at Williams next season as 
both the drivers’ slots have already been 
taken, but it’s too early to say whether that 
will happen. I am looking for opportunities 
in GP2 and maybe Indycar. 

“I spoke to team owner Frank Williams 
during the test day and he said he was 
pleased with the work I had done, which was 
excellent to hear.” 


Stimson’s plans constrained by credit crunch 


A LACK of funds in the transfer 
kitty has prevented Gillingham 
boss Mark Stimson bringing in 
at least two players in recent 
weeks, writes Glenn Pearson. 

The Gills manager revealed 
that he had been in talks with 
clubs about bringing a couple of 
players to Priestfield, but a lack 
of funds meant he missed out on 
adding them to his squad. 

The dreaded ‘credit crunch’ has 
found its way into sport and the 
Priestfield side are no different 


in having to tighten their belts. 

Stimson said: “It is having an 
effect at the moment because we 
can’t afford to get anybody in. 
There have been a couple of play¬ 
ers we would have liked to have 
brought in, but we can’t because 
we can’t finance it. 

“We are trying to get players 
out on loan, obviously Andrew 
Crofts would be a big chunk if he 
was to go out and that would 
help. A couple of younger lads 
have gone out, but their money 


doesn’t really come to enough for 
the quality player we are looking 
to bring in. 

“Hopefully, come January we 
might have pulled a big team out 
of the FA Cup and that will help.” 

The Gills boss was coy about 
those players he was looking to 
bring in and wouldn’t even dis¬ 
close what positions he was look¬ 
ing to strengthen. 

It also appears those transfer 
targets will not be pursued in 
January and Stimson will have to 


look elsewhere for reinforcements. 

“I always look at every position 
and if someone is out there who 
we think could strengthen it, I 
would do it,” he said. 

“On a couple of occasions 
recently there have been a couple 
of players available that I think 
would have strengthened the 
team, but unfortunately we 
couldn’t match what the clubs 
were looking for and they have 
gone on to play at a higher level 
and are doing really well.”
